Fishermen are going to play a preliminary role 
in forthcoming talks with Soviet officials in Ottaw^ 
aimed at easing the conflict between Russian and 
Canadian factions, Jack Davis told a meeting of West 
Coast fishermen Saturday in Victoria.

Fisheries Minister Dav is 
met a 16-member delegation 
aboard the fisheries vessel 
Tanu at anchor in Victoria's 
Inner Harbor after com¬ 
mercial fishermen staged a 
massive sail-in during which 
about 300 fishing boats of all 
classes entered harbor and 
lined the banks from Johnson 
Street Bridge to Fishermen's 
Wharf. 

Davis said after the meet¬ 
ing, which was not open to 
the press, that fishermen's 
representatives win meet with 
him and External Affair's 
Minister Mitchell Sharp be¬ 
fore the ministers discuss 
fishing problems with Soviet 
officials Sept. 21. 


He said he wants Canadian 
fishermen who have seen 
foreign fishing boats taking 
herring or salmon in their 
catch to give such informa¬ 
tion to Ottawa. 

Davis emphasized that a 
salmon hatchery program on 
the West Coast will be given 
top priority. 

He also said he will press 
for an extension of Canadian 
fishing waters — hopefully by 
simple majority — to Include 
the Continental Shelf at the 
next Law of the Sea confer- 
ehce to be held in 1^71 


WESTPORT, Wash. (AP) — 
Hundreds of commercial 
fishermen tied up in ports 
along the Washington and 
Oregon coast Saturday in 
support of a Canadian protest 
against Russians fishing close 
to the coast. 

Spokesmen for the West 
Coast Trollers Association 
said about' 1,400 boats were 
tied up, and more were 
expected 

Canadian and United States 
fishermen have been com¬ 
plaining for weeks about a big 
Russian fleet that has been 
fishing off the West Coast. 
They have been operating 
legally outside the 12-mUr 
limit, but the fishermen con¬ 
tend that Is not far enough at 
see to protect fisheries re¬ 
sources of the two nations. 

Jim Bolin of Seattle, man¬ 
ager of the trollers associ¬ 
ation, said: 

“We have a resolution that 
has been adopted calling for 
extension of the 12-mile limit 
to the Continental Shelf for 
further protection of the 
country's fisheries.'* 

Bolin said the Russians 
claim they are netting bottom 
fish, "but they're taking 
salmon, too."

Man Overboard Picked Up After 12 Hours 

Rescue i One in Million 


LONDON (AP) — A man who fell 
overboard from an ocean liner and was 
rescued by the ship after nearly 12 
hours In the Atlantic was bruised but 
cheerful Saturday. 

The captain of the South African ship 
that lost and then rescued William 
HoneywiU, 28, a Briton living in 
Johannesburg, said: "His first words 
when he was pulled into the rescue boat 
were ’It's a nice day for a swim.’ " 

Capt. Alan Freer added, “He did say 
that he thought he could have lasted 
onlv a few more hours." 


Hie captain was interviewed aver a 
radio telephone as HoneywiU recuper¬ 
ated in the sick bay of the 30,000-ton S. 
A. Vaal. 

★ ★ * 

Freer said officers discovered at 9 
a.m. Friday that HoneywiU's bed had 
not been slept in and he was not among 
the 700 passengers aboard. The ship, 
which had left from the Canary Islands, 
turned around and headed back. 

"We had been steaming for about 140 
miles k. . when he was spotted from the 


bridge,” Freer said. "He was shouting 
and waving as we passed about 80 
yards away." 

The captain said HoneywiU told him 
“he could not remember falling over¬ 
board but came to when he found 
himself in the water and saw the ship 
sailing away.” 

A spokesman for the British Union 
Castle Line, which operates the ship, 
said: "It was a chance in a million that 
he was picked up, a man in the high 
seas is almost invisible."

Further, there can be a 
“rebound effect," so that 
when the medication wears 
off, the nose becomes drippy 
and stuffed again. 

In some patients, the drying 
of the membranes is such 
that they frequently get nose¬ 
bleeds. 

Nose drops should be used 
in limited fashion, not "every 
hour or two."

Dear Dr. THoa tenon: My 
husband had a kidney-stone 
attack and was told to go on 
a low-purine diet. Have you 
such a diet?—L.T. 

Presumably it was a urate 
stone, indicating that your 


husband has gout or tends 
toward it—that's evidently 
why the low purine diet was 
prescribed. Whether the pur¬ 
pose i$ to control gout or to 
control uric acid for kidney 
stones of that type, the 
treatment is the same.

Dear Dr. Tbosteson: What 
would be the consequences if 
a person had a tetanus shot, 
and a booster a month later, 
but didn’t take the final 
booster six months later?— 
D.F. 

No consequences. Some 
degree of protection has been 
established by the first two 
innoculations. The third can 
be taken any time to bring 
immunity up to maximum. 

Incidentally, it has been 
established in recent years 
that subsequent boosters need 
not be given as often as 
previously believed, because 
the protection is quite long- 
lasting. A booster every five 
years is ample.

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Sad and Tragic Record 


C ANADA HAS A RECORD of policy decisions 
in the military field which would be laughable 
If it were not so tragic. It goes back for years: to 
W. L. Mackenzie King’s astute “waffling” for fear 
of offending Quebec on the conscription issue, 
“conscription if necessary but not necessarily 
conscription” and the days of the “zombies." And 
there was the Diefenbaker decision to scrap the 
Avro Arrow program for production of what 
would have been the finest fighter in the world. 
Then the Bomarc issue, involving a handful of 
missile sites, was blown up into an affair of 
principle that staggered the government. 

There have been many more mistakes over the 
years, but the greatest blunder of them all was 
Paul Hellyer’s stubborn insistence on the unifica¬ 
tion of the armed forces. It was a case of a non¬ 
military man, obsessed with organizational theor¬ 
ies, brushing aside the experts, firing or retiring 
them if they did not accept his views — with the 
best of intentions, possibly, but with disastrous 
results. 

He was warned, and repeatedly. And now 
some of the effects of his reckless experiment 
haunt the government. 

We have nqw in the forces an unprecedentedly 
low morale, further encouraged by the Trudeau 
down-grading of the military and his strange, even 
alarming announcement, that he would make this 
country “a refuge against militarism.” 

For instance, of the 1,144 officer cadets, 
including those at the military colleges, no more 
than half will be career men. The others will get 
out into civilian life as fast as the regulations will 
let them. 


In the circumstances this is not particularly 
important, because Canada Is in the ludicrous 
position of having an establishment which provides 
one officer for every five men. But the decision of 
these young officers is singularly significant. 

The Royal Canadian Air Force no longer 
exists, of course, for in the name of unification it 
was possible to scrap this embarrassing title, so 
blatantly British it was feared it would offend the 
susceptibilities of Quebec Liberals. The same thing 
applied to the Royal Canadian Navy. In any event, 
four years ago the Pearson government ordered a 
fleet of CF-5 ground support aircraft for Canada’s 
“air element,” as the air force is officially known. 
The cost for 115 of these jets was $215 million. 
Once again experts warned they were impractical 
for Canada’s needs. Once again the experts were 
right and the government was wrong. 

Canada is now in the ridiculous position that 
as fast as the CF-5s come off the assembly line at 
Canadair in Montreal they go into storage in 
hangars at Trenton. There are no plans and no 
money for more than two operational squadrons — 
one of them an all-French-Canadian escadrille de 
combat, naturally. 

Because of its very limited range the CF-5 is of 
no value to Canada unless the country is invaded. 
It ought to be with the NATO forces in Europe. 
-But Mr. Trudeau decided to phase out of that 
commitment, it will be remembered. So they will 
continue to sit in their Trenton hangars. In any 
event, they were obsolete before they came into 
production. 

What a sad waste. What a tragic record. What 
a disgusting mess the Pearson government and his 
Quebec-oriented successors have made of the 
defence planning in this nation. 


Mining on the High Seas 


T HE CLAIMED SUCCESS of a new deep-sea 
mining process off the east coast erf the United 
States may well signal the beginning of a more 
intense international effort to come to an 
agreement on control of the seabed. 

Deepsea Ventures Inc. of Gloucester, Virginia, 
says that a 26-day operation with suction-dredge 
equipment 170 miles from shore in 2,500 feet of 
water gathered hundreds of tons of manganese ore 
nodules from the ocean floor. Never before, 
according to the company, has a continuous 
dredging operation been successful in water more 
than 600 feet deep. And it is hoped that this test 
will lead to formation of “an international sea¬ 
mining consortium” to gather ore in the Atlantic 
and the Pacific. 

Six hundred feet, it is to be noted, is just under 
the 200-metre depth at which, according to a 
Geneva agreement, a coastal state’s continental- 
shelf jurisdiction ends. But the agreement (as 
Canada has emphasized) also tacks on an 
alternative boundary — the limit of exploitability. 

Questions raised by successful mining opera¬ 
tions at 2,500 feet are so far without answers. 

Can the United States now claim seabed 
jurisdiction out to this depth? (Last May, 
President Nixon proposed that all nations adopt a 


treaty under which they would renounce, in favor 
of an international regime which would collect 
royalties for International community purposes, all 
national claims over the natural resources of the 
seabed beyond the 200-metre depth.) Can a mining 
operation such as this one start reaping a mineral 
harvest at depths beyond 200 metres on the high 
seas off the coasts of other countries — Canada for 
instance — without interference? Can any high- 
seas mining venture establish an ocean-floor claim 
that can be protected from raiding competitors? 

A special report to The Christian Science 
Monitor on the Pacem in Mari bus conference in 
Malta in early July said an‘alarming picture of 
private navies, “marine Pinkertons,” being used to 
protect ocean claims In the absence of legal 
authority was presented. 

“No one at the conference pretended that this 
Is anything but a futuristic nightmare conjured to 
underline the seriousness of the situation. However 
the steady advance of technology has created a 
vacuum in International law. The lead time to 
develop technology tends to be shorter than that 
required to establish appropriate international 
legislation.” 

The futuristic nightmare already appears not 
nearly so futuristic.

“Most of the deep 
ocean today appears to 
be still largely undam¬ 
aged by pollution,” 
states the latest report of 
the U.S. National Coun¬ 
cil on' Marine Resources 
and E ngineering De¬ 
velopment. 

It is about the only hopeful 
passage in an otherwise de¬ 
pressing chapter about how 
man is poisoning the sea with 
his own waste products. But 
it is meant as a warning. 

So far the spoliation is 
mainly in coastal waters. 
Some marine scientists see 
the time fast approaching, 
however, when the whole sea 
will be so contaminated that 
man no longer can hope to 
extract life-sustaining re¬ 
sources from it 

★ ★ ★ 

They estimate that indus¬ 
trial pollution at the oceans is 
growing at a rate of 4.S per 
cent annually — three times 
'faster than the population 
growth. 

Aggravating the problem, in 
addition to the expanded 
activities on and use at the 
sea, which is raising the 
amount of such discharges as 
ship's oil, is the fact that the 
world’s rapidly growing popu¬ 
lation is clustering near the 
coastlines, and tile people are 
taking their industries with 
them. 

In the United States, 75 per 
cent of the people live in 
states bordering on a 17,000- 
mile shore. Coastal urban and 
i n dustrial development is 
growing, with 45 per cent of 
the population presently living 
In coastal communities. 

★ ★ ★ 

Some 16,000 oil wells have 
already been drilled off U.S. 
coasts,, and 1,000 more are 
added each year. 

The threat of well blowouts 
like that which occurred off 
Santa Barbara, Calif., last 
year is thus increasing. The 
U.S. president's panel on the 
Santa Barbara oil spill con¬ 
cluded that an average of one 
major oil spill each year may 
be expected after 1980. 

The highly industrialized 
United States is said to be 
responsible for approximately 
one-fifth of the world'i 
coastal effluents. Estimates

indicate that 48.000.000 tons of 
solid wastes were disposed at 
sea off U.S. coasts In IMS. 

Burned fossile fuels — the 
United States being respon¬ 
sible far over one-third of the 
world’s total — go in part to 
the seas as residue containing 
carbon dioxide, sulphates and 
nitrates. 

The carbon dioxide level of 
ocean surface waters has 


increased markedly since the 
beginning of the industrial 
revolution. 

Lead from gasoline exhaust 
entering the oceans today 
may be circulating or de¬ 
posited on the sea floor 
centuries from now. Solid 
smoke particles accumulating 
in ocean sediments may alter 
the ocean's chemical compo¬ 
sition. 

Lead concentrations in the 
Pacific surface waters are 
found to have increased ten¬ 
fold since tetraethyl lead was 
first used in gasoline 45 years 
ago. 

★ ★ ★ 

Another heavy metal is 
mercury, of which 4,000 to 
5,000 tons are estimated to 
enter the ocean annually by 
natural erosion. An equivalent 
amount is introduced in man¬ 
made discharges. 

Chemical wastes from fac¬ 
tories, Insecticides and ferti¬ 
lisers from land runoff, radio¬ 
active wastes from reactors, 
laboratories and hospitals, 
heat from power plants, as 
well as atmospheric fsllout of. 
gasoline vapors, and domestic 
wastes and sewage from 
towns and cities all find their 
outlet in the ocean. 

Junked automobiles, a i r- 
plane parts and millions of 


tons of other garbage and 
trash are taken out in barges 
and dumped offshore. 

Since earliest times man 
has used the sea as a 
cesspool, with little thought 
about pollution. He talked of 
the "boundless’ ocean and 
regarded i t a capacity to 
absorb waste as limitless. 

* ★ * 

Today he knows better. 
Scientists have calculated that 
at the present rate of dis¬ 
posal, the wastes can no 
longer be readily diluted, 
dispersed or degraded. So far, 
however, little has been done 
by way of trying to abate the 
problem. 

DDT, lead compounds and 
industrial chemicals such as 
p o 1 y c hlorinated biphenyls 
have escaped into the oceans 
in large quantities, affecting 
fish, bird life and ultimately 
man. 

DDT is one of the most 
abundant man-made p »11 u- 
tants which is carried to the 
sea in the form of agricul¬ 
tural runoff. Some scientists 
believe that two-thirds of the 
1,500,000 tans of DDT pro¬ 
duced may still be adrift. It 
does not break down easily in 
water. It accumulates in the 
food chain to the detriment of 
ell marine Ufa, 


It has been found in Ant¬ 
arctic penguins, Arctic seals 
and whales, as well as in 
Eskimos, in other words, in . 
areas where it was never 
used. 

It has interfered with the 
reproductive cycles of the 
osprey and peregrine fakon. 
Antarctic skua, Atlantic and 
Pacific shearwaters and Ber¬ 
muda petrels have also been 
affected. 

An estimated 15,000,000 fish 
were killed by pollutants 
during 1968, 31 per cent more 
than in the previous year. 

★ ★ ♦ 

Municipal sewers and treat¬ 
ment plants, industrial waste 
and transportation aocidents 
leading to massive oil spills 
are cited as main causes. 

Some scientists believe that 
another 25 to 50 years of 
pesticide use could build up so 
much toxicity in the sea as to 
wipe out oceanic fisheries. 

Such pollutants can travel 
vast distances. Pesticides 
used on the African continent 
have been found in the Bay of 
Biscay and the Caribbean Sea 
after drifting with the mon¬ 
soon and northeast trade 
winds. 

Acetone ha* been detected 
In surface waters off the 
Florida Strait, the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea and the Amazon 
estuary. 

Oil tar lumps as much as 
two inches thick have been 
netted in the Sargasso Sea, 
500 miles south of Bermuda in 
the Atlantic Ocean. 

"Kcn-tiki” explorer and 
author Thor Heyerdahl, drift¬ 
ing on his papynis raft In mid- 
Atlantic between Africa and 
South America, reported that 
the ocean was “visibly pol¬ 
luted by human activity." 

The crew spotted plastic 
bottles, squeeze tubes and 
other debris floating in large 
patches of putrid water. At 
one time the water was so 
filthy they could not use it to 
wash their dirty dishes. 

★ * * 

A1 1 h o ugh oceanographic 
science and technology have 
advanced considerably in the 
last few years, much basic 
knowledge is still needed for 
an understanding of the 
natural forces at work, so as 
to be able to predict the 
harmful as well as beneficial 
effects which man’s activities 
may have on the environ¬ 
ment.

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Pollution: Bennett Acts— 
To Steal Ottawa’s Thunder 


Premier Bennett, who 
would like us to believe his 
government is in the fore¬ 
front, not only in Canada but 
in the world, of the battle 
against pollution, is trying to 
make sure those sneaky fed¬ 
eral Liberals don’t steal 
another march on British 
Columbia. 

With the federal govern¬ 
ment talking about proposed 
new national regulations de¬ 
signed to curb air pollution 
from motor vehicle exhausts 
B.C. has jumped in with a 
cabinet order, passed last 
week, which brings provincial 
legislation with the same 
intent into force Sept. 1. 

★ * ft 

Obviously, M r. Bennett 
wants to be able to point to 
the record and say. B.C. once 
again has shown the way to 
Ottawa, or words to that 
effect. With the kind of 
selective recall that poli¬ 
ticians develop in order to 
survive there will, in all 
lik«!B»od, be no reference to 
the fact that Ontario has had 
similar controls in force for 
more than a year. 

Nor will the premier make 
any reference to the fact that 
without federal regulations in 
the field those of B.C. or any 
other province would be rela¬ 
tively ineffective. 

* * * 

In fact, despite the Sept. 1 
proclamation date it is ex¬ 
pected that federal and B.C. 
controls will actually be en¬ 
forceable only on or about 
Jan. 1. 

Why have controls at two 
levels? Well, the federal 
regulations, which incidentally 
will establish identical stan¬ 
dards to those in use in the 
United States as well as in 
Ontario and to be introduced 
in B.C., will cover the inter- 
p r ovinclal transporting of 
Canadian-made new cars and 
trucks as well as the importa¬ 
tion of foreign ones. 

♦ * * 

P r o v l n cial regulations, 
where they exist, which now 
means here and Ontario, 
govern retail sale of new 
vehicles and, of course, their 
operation on the highway, 
which is the real key to the 
effectiveness of any anti¬ 
pollution campaign. 

The cynics claim the effect 
of all this regulation will be 


minimal, mainly because it 
applies only to new cars and 
trucks. Roughly 900,000 new 
vehicles were registered in 
Canada last year and assum¬ 
ing B.C has roughly tmm- 
tenth of those it means that 
next year something like 
100,000 new cars and trucks 
sold here will be covered by 
the new pollution curbs. 

* * ★ 

That leaves somewhere 
around 800,000 vehicles al¬ 
ready on our roads without 
compulsory pollution control 
devices which meet the new 
standards, with little prospect 
in the next few years of any 
being required. 

And even those cars fitted 
with some kind of pollution 
control devices which are now 
on the road, which means a 
substantial number of late 
model North American cars, 
are not being monitored to 
check their efficiency. 

The first step towards re¬ 
ducing emissions from auto¬ 
mobiles and trucks was begun 
In 1963 when some engines 
were fitted with crankcase 
controls which reduced pollu¬ 
tion by an estimated 20 per 
cent. 

A * * 

The control of exhaust 
emissions, which make up 60 
per fcent of the hydrocarbons 
discharged by vehicles, 
proved more difficult. Many 
designs of afterburners and 
catalytic mufflers were tried 
and found to work. But the 
snag was that they couldn’t 
be made to last. 

Finally, engine modifica¬ 
tions were introduced which 
today are being incorporated 
in most engines. In some 
cases afterburners are being 
added as well to burn up 
exhaust gases. 

By 1971 cars sold in Canada 


will also have new controls to 
stop evaporation of fuel from 
the carburetor and gas tank. 
This is estimated to comprise 
roughly 20 per cent of total 
a u t o m o t ive hydrocarbon 
emissions. 

* * * 

But, as can be easily 
imagined, all this razzmatazz 
Is going to cut down on gas 
mileage, and it’s going to add 
to the cost of new cars as. 
well. 

Officials here estimate the 
additional coat of new pollu¬ 
tion control devices which will 
be compulsory on 1971 model 
cars sold in B.C. at about 150. 

However, a Ford Motors 
official, D. A. Jensen, director 
of automotive emissions at 
Detroit, told a Vancouver 
convention this summer that 
virtually pollution-free cars 
will be available on the 
Canadian market by 1974. 
And he estimated the pollu¬ 
tion control features will coat 
between $150 and $300 on each 
car. 

★ * * 

The three exhaust contami¬ 
nants — hydrocarbons, carbon 
monoxide and oxides of nitro¬ 
gen — will be reduced by up 
to 97 jxt cent on 1974 models, 
the Ford spokesman claimed. 
But he warned they will 
consume more gas and more 
expensive gas. 

Says Jensen: "By the time 
the existing controls are on 
all vehicles will have achieved 
a tremendous reduction in 
tons of pollutants. Where do 
we go from here? Any 
contemplated move will cost 
the public several billions of 
dollars. We must be certain 
we are not wasting the 
customers' money.” 

The Ford Motor Company 
in the U.S. is now conducting 
large-scale tests with U.S. 
government vehicles at Cape 


Kennedy to determine how 
emissions can be controlled 
on older vehicles. The instal¬ 
lation* now being tested indi¬ 
cate, according to results j 
obtained to date, that a kit 
could be sold “at reasonable 
cost” for installation on pre- 
1968 cars which would effec¬ 
tively reduce pollution emis¬ 
sion by about 50 per cent. 

Will the public be prepared 
to pay? Considering the re¬ 
duced gas mileage and the 
cost of maintenance probably 
not, unless forced to by 
stepped-up government regu¬ 
lations. 

* * * 

But the question appears 
academic anyway because a 
whole continent is just as 
concerned as we are about air 
pollution from motor vehicles 
and there appears to be no 
way of producing the neces¬ 
sary equipment for at least 
several years. 

And in the case of new 
vehicles, let me repeat, the 
key to whatever degree oi 
success can be achieved lies 
in effective monitoring of 
pollution control devices in i 
new can and in requiring the 
necessary maintenance. At 
present the kind of instru¬ 
ments required for this test¬ 
ing aren't even available but 
provincial officials hope they I 
will be within a matter of 
months. 

* * ★ 

One spokesman said: “All 
of the new regulations will be 
of no value unless the motor¬ 
ing public exercises a greater 
degree of maintenance than it 
has in the past 

“It drivers, even those with 
older-model cars, would only 
keep them tuned up, instead 
of driving with worn rings, 
valves, timing that needs 
adjusting, spewing out filth 
Into the atmosphere, they 
would materially reduce pol¬ 
lution and get more economi¬ 
cal use from their car." 

There it Is, in a nutshell. 
The government can pass all 
the regulations it wishes. 
Unless the system in new 
cars are monitored and prop¬ 
erly maintained, and unless 
the general maintenance of 
older cars is progressively 
upgraded it will be many 
yean before pollution from 
exhaust fumes is materially 
reduced In B.C.

Upstream portal of water tunnel ready 
for reinforced concrete lining 


The redevelopment of the Jordan River hydro¬ 
electric plant moves into its third and last year this fall 
as the multi-million dollar B.C. Hydro project nears 
completion. 


Work began in December 1968 and will be 
completed in the fall of 1971, adding almost 125,000 
kilowatts to the Vancouver Island power system. 


The two existing dams on the Jordan River — 
Bear Creek and Diversion — are being strengthened 
while a new dam, named Elliot, is being built about a 
mile downstream from Diversion. 


The tunnel intake has been drilled along the right 
side of the river and is 16 feet in diameter and 3.5 miles 
long. 


It will funnel the water from the new Elliot dam U> 
Sinn-Fein creek and replace an old wooden flume that 
has carried the water for more than 50 years. 


From Sinn-Fein Creek, a steel penstock more than a 
mile long will take the water the rest of the way to the 
new powerhouse.

“loonhole” for certain people, 
seems sensible. 

Because of the tax advan¬ 


tage enjoyed by manufactur¬ 
ing oversea* the domestic 
exporter has been at a 
disadvantage, and in effect 
says Morgan Guaranty, the 
U.S. has been "exporting jobs 
instead of goods.*’ 

The effect for companies 
with DISC subsidiaries would 
be a reduction of tax rates by 
as much as half — 24 per 
cent against 48 per cent In a 
typical example. 

Japan and most European 
exporting nations normally 
pass on tax advantages to 
their manufacturers when sel¬ 
ling internationally.

"The main thing that struck 
me about Brazil was their 
scoring power — their move¬ 


ments in and around the 
penalty area and their in¬ 
credible finishing skills.”

To be sure, much of this has a familiar ring. Much of it is 
holdout talk, and the language-of holdouts and their lawyers 
never changes. Yet it isn’t all mere talk. Whatever the Weather 
Bureau may report, the climate on the playgrounds today is hot 
and bothered. , 

The most ticklish situation in professional football is that 
involving the employee who has "played out his option.” It is 
becoming more and more ticklish as more and more players 
discover that they have been grieviously misled about what this 
expression means to them. 

Ostensibly, playing out his option is a method by which a 
man buys his release from the team that owns him. Actually, it 
is no such thing. At best, it is a needlessly costly way of getting 
himself traded, and in many cases it won't even accomplish 
that Here's how it works: 

The standard football contract, like that in baseball, gives 
the employer a right to ttie player’s services, this season and the 
option of rehiring him next year. Since each new contract 
contains this same option, the player is bound for life. In 
football, however, a man may announce after the first year 
that he is playing out his option. He takes a 10 per cent salary 
cut, plays the second year without a contract, and becomes a 
free agent the following May 1.

The late Bert Bell was proud of this provision which, he 
said, gave the football player a voice In his own future that the ■ 
baseball player didn’t enjoy. Bert Bell was a remarkable man. 
When he owned a team, the Philadelphia Eagles, he lost his 
pants, but as commissioner of the National Football League he 
was the architect of the most phenomenal boom in modern 
sports. He showed other owners how to get rich where he had 
gone broke. 

Though Bert proudly pointed to the option provision as 
proof that the football people were not vile slavers like their 
baseball cousins, it is not recalled that any football player 
worked out his option and sold himself to another team in the 
NFL, Some people might think this meant that the owners had 
a gentlemen's agreement to keep hands off one another's 
players.

_ *T don’t believe it. I don't 
believe it. I don't believe it,” 
moaned the 28 - y e a r - old 
pitcher as he leaned back 
against a car in the darkened 
Tiger Stadium parking lot 
about midnight. 

“I was just clowning 
around, that was easy to 
see,” he explained. 

About 45 minutes earlier 
Campbell suspended McLain 
“for an indefinite period not 
to exceed 30 days for conduct 
unbecoming a professional 
baseball player." 

Campbell's action followed 
a telephone call from baseball 
writer Watson Spoelstra of 
the Detroit News who com¬ 
plained that before the 
Tigers' 6-2 loss to Oakland 
McLain had dumped a pall of 
water on him In the club¬ 
house. 

It was the second suspen¬ 
sion for the cocky pitcher this 
year. After being under in¬ 
definite suspension during 
spring training, Baseball 
Commissioner . Bowie Kuhn 
formally suspended McLain 
April 1 for associating with 
gamblers in 1967. That sus¬ 
pension was lifted July 1 and 
Denny returned that day to 
pitch for Detroit. 

Friday's incident occurred 
after McLain also dumped a 
pail of water on Jim Hawkins, 
baseball writer for the Detroit 
Free Press. 

"It was a setup — all a big 
.joke,” McLain told me. "You 
were going to gel it too, and 
so was Rich Shook from

LONDON — That band of 
intrepid voyagers, the Pilgrim 
Fathers, set sail from Ply¬ 
mouth, England, for the new 
world 350 years ago this 
coming fall — Sept. 16, 1620. 
They docked the Mayflower 
at Plymouth Rock, Mass., 
Dec. 21 of that year, to form 
the nucleus of the earliest 
permanent colony in New 
England. 

Celebrations to commem¬ 
orate the anniversary are 
scheduled for both sides of 
the Atlantic. But one long¬ 
standing, pertinent question, 
to which the answer now can 
be provided, is: whatever 
happened to the Mayflower 
itself, the brigantine that 
made the treacherous cross¬ 
ing to America?

A thing of beauty!

Bent Larsen of Denmark, 
now 35, is considered the 
most original chess player of 
our |me. 

His instinctive aversion to 
drawn games makes him 
experiment with unusual and 
often risky openings in an 
effort to catch his opponents 
off guard. 

Currently ranked among the 
top three in the world, Larsen 
is the West's leading con- 
ender for the global cham¬ 
pionship title match in 1972. 

By winning, the Danish 
grandmaster would break a 
long string of Soviet world 
champions dating back to 
1948. 

Before that, world cham¬ 
pion Alexander Alekhine was 
considered a Westerner as he 
mostly resided in France, 
though he was a Russian by 
birth. 

Larsen approaches chess 
with the philosophy: *'My best 
game has yet to be played," 
as outlined in his recently- 
published book. Larsen's 
Selected Games of Chess, 1348- 
1969. 

He must have saved some 
of his best for this month, 
having just concluded compet¬ 
ing in tiie Canadian Open in 
St. John's, Nfld., and U.S. 
Open in Boston, Mass. 

Two of the biggest North 
American tournaments — two 
triumphs for Larsen, plus 
about 53.000 in prize money. 

Not bad for less than a 
month's work. 

While Larsen's Canadian 
Open triumph was fairly 
easy, his victory In the 
stronger U.S. Open was by 
only a half-point margin — 
10 % points out of 12 games, 
to 10 points for Pal Benko of 
tffe U.S. Benko was in turn 
half a point ahead of third- 
place Robert Byrne of Indi¬ 
anapolis, while several play¬ 
ers tied for fourth with nine 
points each. 

Larsen, who won the U.S. 
Open two years ago In Aspen, 
Colo., fell half a point behind

attendances are down. This is 
a great shame because all 
three plays have great merit. 

The music, I expect, would 
show a reverse trend. The 
attendance was probably far 
higher, in a much smaller 
hall, of course. But toe 
quality was spotty. There 
were some very good things, 
but not toe consistency dis¬ 
played in the theatrical 
ventures.

The plane and its 
cargo of 1.467 pounds of 
hashish were seized. 

Before the jets forced lliem 
to land at lraklion airport, the 
men had swapped cigarettes 
for hashish at a sooroC 
Lebanese landing strip ami 
made off through a hail ol 
police gunfire, officials in 
Beirut reported. 

The official Lebanese state¬ 
ment also said two British 
planes were among tfcc air 
armada that chased the air¬ 
craft from the Middle East. 
But tim Royal Air Force in 
London denied it.

John Cusack, chief of Kune 
pean operations for the U S. 
Bureau ol Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs, said in 
Paris that police forces and 
air traffic controllers 
tli rough out the eastern Medi¬ 
terranean helped track the 
plane.

Strait Lake Site Urged in '69 

Hospital Rejected All 
But Stay-Put Advice 


By JOHN MATTERS 

St. Joseph's Hospital was 
told 18 months ago its present 
site is inadequate for future 
growth and it should consider 
a gradual relocation in the 
Swan Lake area near Saanich 
JMmicipal hall. 

The recommendation was 
made by the hospital consult¬ 
ing firm of Agnew, Peckham 
and Associates Ltd. in a nine- 
page, confidential report for 
the hoapital, the Colonist 
learned Saturday. 

On Saturday, Mayor Hugh 
Curtis, chairman of the 
Capital Regional Board, said 
he had a vague recollection 
that the study was made but 
added: *T understand it was 
suppressed." • '■* 

Fred Norris, chairman of 
the board of SI. Joseph's, 
confirmed Saturday that the 
hospital and Agnew, Peckham 
parted company after the 
report was produced. He said 
the findings tended to be 
“political." 

* * * 

Agnew, Peckham was the 
firm that one year earlier, in 
1968. made a major study of 
Greater Victoria's long-range 
medical needs. 

After that report was sub¬ 
mitted to the Capital Regional 
Board, St. Joseph's hired the 
firm for a separate report on 
its own future planning. 

“We no longer consider the 
existing site to be the besi 
answer fra: development of 
additional beds and services," 
came the reply from Agnew, 
Peckham to March, 1969. 

Within three months, the 
hoapital had engaged and got 
a report from another con¬ 
sultant, the architectural firm 
of Thompson, Berwick, Pratt 
and Partners of Vancouver. 

However, t h e Thompson 
Berwick Pratt report came 
out in two editions — the first 
edition said the consultants 
disagreed with the city a 
proposal to extend Belleville 
Street through the new hos¬ 
pital site and they suggested 
a rerouting. 

* * * 

The second edition was 
missing two pages and had a 
third substantially edited be¬ 
fore it was taken to the 
Capital Regional Board. It 
suggested a new’ and enlarged 
St. Joseph's could co-exist 
with the major traffic artery. 

(Hospital officials main¬ 
tained that the first report 
was only a draft and was 
subject to revision. They said 
the edited report was the 
firm's final report.) 

However, the similar pos¬ 
tures of file Agnew. Peckham 
study and the unexpurgated 
Thompson, Berwick, Pratt re¬ 
port likely will electrify the 
debate that followed the re¬ 
gional board's decision last 
week to abandon an extended- 


care proposal for St. Ann s 
Academy grounds adjoining 
St. Joseph's. 

The confidential Agnew. 
Peckham study said there 
were a number of reasons for 
tile recommendation that St. 
Joseph's should forget about 
its present location as a 
major, acute-care .centre for 
the future: 

The Belleville Street exten¬ 
sion (according to the recent 
agreement between the city, 
Health Minister Ralph Lofl- 
mark and the Southern Van¬ 
couver Island Hospital Society, 
it would still run through the 
academy) would fragment the 
hospital Bile and create an 
“inevitable noise hazard," the 
report said. 

★ *' * 

"Development of the hos¬ 
pital in its existing location 
would almost inevitably re¬ 
quire a bed loss during the 
period of construction. This 
would not be acceptable with 
the shortage of beds in the 
area." 

“An Increasing problem is 
becoming evident in relation 
to parking. The potential of 
800 beds on the site would 
require an enormous area for 
parking or the construction of 
a rriajor parking garage." 

“The most recent buildings 
are now 20 year* of age and 
one could foresee a constant 
redevelopment plan neces¬ 
sary. stage by Btage, until all 
of the existing buildings are 
replaced. 

“This would be essential 
over the next 20 years and 
would mean that tlie hospital 
would be in a constant state 
of construction, renovation 
and in need of financial 
investment.” said Agnew. 
Peckham in the confidential 
report. 

“It was the view of the 
architects and the consultants 
that It would cost more to 
stay and redevelop the hos¬ 
pital with the existing old 
building than to relocate. A 
cost-benefit study would be 
needed to refute or confirm 
this view but it was unan¬ 
imous." 

* * * 

■Hie report went on to note 
that regional hospital board 
does not support construction 
of a new hospital in the Elk 
Lake aref and it suggested 
the most logical site might be 
near Swan Lake, which ad- 
■ joins Saanich municipal hall. 
Agnew’ Peckham said the 
uncertainty over the availabil¬ 
ity of -°land downtown and 
highway routes was the basis 
for its suggestion for (he 
move to Swan Lake and a 
hospital of possibly 300 beds. 

Tiie consultants suggested 
that at the same time the 
hospital retain the most valu¬ 
able portions of the present 
building. 


Among those who “"have 
taken the opposite view — 
that St. Joseph's should not 
move — is Health Minister 
Loffmark. He says It would 
be foolish to abandon a 
capital Investment of that size 
(between $8 million and $10 
million) and the medical 
practice that has developed 
around it. 

He also says it is in flhe 
centre of a population that 
needs a nearby general hos¬ 
pital. 

The Thompson Berwick 
Pratt plan for St. Joseph's 
disagrees with Agnew, Peck¬ 
ham on several grounds. It 
stales, for example, that the 
redevelopment program coukl 
be so phased as to rot disrupt 
existing beds. 

The architects' report con¬ 
tinue*: 

"St. Joseph’* Hospital con¬ 
stitutes a significant part of 
the downtown core. Its exist¬ 
ence, apart from assuring the 
obvious provision of health 
services, provides a major 
economic factor in relation¬ 
ship to the core. 

★ * * 

"Housed to new and ex¬ 
panded facilities it is not 
difficult to imagine the enor¬ 
mous potential dual roles-this 
important institution would 
have in providing compre¬ 
hensive health services and in 
supporting and enhancing the 
downtown core. 

"Careful husbanding of 
existing natural contours, 
landscape, aged trees and the 
very real possibility of visu¬ 
ally extending Beacon Hill 
Park into the site all provide 
for an end-product of out¬ 
standing aesthetic merit 
"Given the combined Su|x 
port of all interested parties, 
we are confident that the 
ultimate solution will be num¬ 
bered among the great hos¬ 
pital complexes of Canada.” 

+ ★ * 

However, it was the un¬ 
edited version of the Thomp¬ 
son Berwick Pratt report that 
indicated the problems ihat 
might arise it the city used 
an. easement it has through 
the St. Ann’s Academy prop¬ 
erty for it* Belleville St. 
extension. 

The consultants hoped Hie 
city would keep Belleville as 
far south as possible, causing 
it to intersect Rupert near 
Southgate. 

“While this would provide a 
basis for considerable im¬ 
provement In potential de¬ 
velopment, the existence of 
the Belleville extension, even 
with this revision, creates a 
very real constraint on lotal 
development on the site and 
as previously mentioned it is 
hoped tiie city may lie 
dissuaded from utilizing its 
existing easement in this 
way ” 


they were on the ship that 
collided with the Russian 
freighter Serey Yesenin 
strolled the sunlit deck and 
lounges as usual Saturday. 

Only a few paused on the 
port side of the sun deck to 
try to see if they could 
determine at which point the 
freighter had sliced the ship 
nearly in half to the collision 
to Active Pass. 

But after three-and-a-half 
weeks of round the clock 
efforts by workmen at Bur- 
rard Drydock in Vancouver, 
the only real indication that 
anything out of the ordinary 
might have occurred was that 
there were no seats in one of 
the two sheltered viewing 
sections. 

Wound Signs 

The very observant, or 
those particularly searching 
for a sign that the portion ol 
the ship had been rebuilt, 
could notice that part of the 
white railing was slightly 
brighter than the section on 
either side. 

No one seemed to be aware 
that one of the ferry’s six 
lifeboats was missing. 

Most of the 55-mem be r 
crew on lx>ard Saturday had 
been on (he Queen of Victoria 
the day of the fatal accident, 
but only to move the vessel 
from the Tsawwassen termi¬ 
nal to Burrard Drydock. 

Chief Officer Robert Douell, 
who serves as a relief 
master, captained that short 
voyage. 

“It was pretty grim that 
day,” he said Saturday. "Bui 
everything is fine now. Unless 
you really know the ship you 
couldn't tell anything had 
been done. 

"We all like tills ship and 
the crew is really happy to he 
back on It, There's no appre- 
hensioh. 

Passenger Limit 

"Hie only thing that’s dif¬ 
ferent, and it's only tempor¬ 
ary, is that the number of 
passengers we re licensed to 
carry has been reduced 
slightly until a new lifeboat 
can be installed to replace the 
one that was crushed,” 

Douell said the ferry, one of 
two in the fleet that has been 
stretched to 427 feet, is 
normally licensed to carry 
2,000 passengers, so the re¬ 
duction in the maximum has 
little effect. 

“Very few people ever 
notice which ship they are 
on,’’ said Norma Wills, a UBC 
student who works as tours 
consultant on the Queen of 
yietoria. "I think most of 
them are just so glad to get 
transportation that they don't 
think of anything else." 

Interest in the collision has 
largely died down by now 
anyway, she said. “I was on 
the Queen of Saanich for a 
while when this ferry was 
being repaired. There was a 
map of the route by the 
counter, so many people 
wanted to know exactly where 
the collision happened and 
hear as many details as they 
could. but there aren't nearly 
as many any more." 

Man Screamed 

At the time of the accident, 
Miss Mills was at her infor¬ 
mation counter in the centre 
lounge facing the side win¬ 
dows where the Sergey Yes- 
sinin suddenly appeared. 

"Some man screamed to hit 
the deck and I don't know if I 
fell or what, but when I 
looked up a few moments 
later I could almost reach out 
my hand and touch the 
Russian ship.” 

Passengers who criticized 
the behavior of die crew at 
the time of the accident did

not know what they were 
talking about, Miss Wilis said. 

"The only real criticism 
people had — and there were 
a lot who praised the crew's 
actions — was that they were 
not kept informed." said 
Chief Steward Ron Bennett.*— 

“But its very difficult to 
keep people informed in a 
situation like that without 
causing pamc. Crew members 
saw to It that all passengers 
had life jackets on and asked 
them not to smoke. 

Gas Spilled 

“People were stationed at 
the top of each stairwell to 
keep passengers from going 
down to the car deck where 
there was a lot nf gas 
spillage." 

Bennett said he thought the 
crew had acted “admirably" 
and said no extra training has 
been given them as the result 
of criticism. 

"Government ferry em¬ 
ployees probably receive 
more training than those 
elsewhere,” he said. “There 
is a fire and boat drill once a 
week that lakes about an hour 
and every crew member is 
assigned a station. 

There are always life¬ 
jackets a few feet away from 
the passengers but it’s just 
that most people don't expect 
anything to happen. So they 
don't bother looking around at 
first.” 

Glad Not There 

The chief sleward is re¬ 
sponsible for both the pas¬ 
sengers and the ferry's 42- 
member catering staff. 

“I was on holidays at tiie 
rime," said Bennett, “and it's

one trip I was glad to have 
missed. 

“Your crew is normally 
very well trained but when 
something like that happens 
you can expect that they're 
going to be coming and 
asking for instructions. At the 
same time, you are trying to 
look after the passengers who 
are ail wondering what is 
happening and what they 
should do," 

He said the general feeling 
among the crew seemed to be 
one of satisfaction that they 
were back on their home ship. 
While the Queen of Victoria 
was undergoing repairs, all 
permanent staff members 
were kept working on the 
other ferries. 

Capt. Albert Bahry, who 
was master of the ferry

Saturday, said he had no 
apprehension about any part 
of the Tsawwassen-Swartz 
Bay trip, including the Active 
Pass area. 

Beautiful Ship 

“She (Queen of Victoriai is 
a beautiful ship to handle and 
we know that.with the repairs 
she is as seaworthy as cun 
be." he said. 

Crew members noted that 
the ferry was especially wel¬ 
come back in service because 
of Ihe load it will take from 
tiie other ships. 

"The other ferries have 
been working until 3;3U u.m. 
to handle the traffic." said 
Bennett. “Even at that, a hit 
of people decided to leave 
their qars at tiie terminal 


rather Hum wait until there 
was room for their cars. 

“It makes a big difference 
when a ferry that can carry 
200 cars is running all day.” 

Most passengers displayed 
surprise when asked if they 
realized the ship had just 
returned t o service that 
morning. 

Early Finish 

'The newspapers said It 
wouldn’t be ready until Labor 
Day. so we didn't think of 
looking to see If this, was it 
(the Queen of Victoria),” said 
Mrs. Bruce Midtdal of 
Burnaby. 

"They've really done a good 
job of thb repairs. It's hard to 
imagine that (his could ever 
have been the scene of a 
tragedy." 

There were 74 cars aboard 
when the Queen of Victoria 
made its first run from 
Tsawwassen al 7 a.m. It 
arrived at Swartz Bay at 8:50 
a.m. successfully completing 
the crossing it had started 26 
days and 19 hours earlier.

Toronto councils from build¬ 
ing the incinerator a few 
blocks from her home. 

Mrs. Wursta says that 
unless “little people" stop the 
building through the courts 
the incinerator will turn her 
neighborhood into a slum. 

Despite nine months of 
pleas, tears and stratagems 
by Mrs. Wursta and her 
family, the Etobicoke council 
voted in August to build the 
incinerator, which the council 
considers essential.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — The 
stereotyped movie Indian, a 
howling, bloodthirsty savage 
who scalps settlers and swills 
firewater, is biting the dust 

Real-life Indians, fed up 
with their ancestors’ screen 
imaga, sre campaigning with 
considerable success far por¬ 
trayal of rad men as they 
really were — often the 
victims. 

Indians have picketed 
theatres and invaded movie 
locations to protest portrayals 
they deem unfair. Even Jay 
Stlverheels, the good Indian 
Ton to of Lone Ranger fame, 
complains: "You never see 
Indians as doctors or lawyers 
in television or movies." 

That’s all changing. 

"The Whole trend now Is to 
try to get to the truth of 
tilings, particularly on the 
part of young people." says 
producer David Dortort, 
creator of the High Chaparral 
and Bonanza television series. 
“Young people reject these 
cliches about Indians.” 

So, movie and TV pro¬ 
ducers, vigorously stalking 
the youth market, have wiped 
the warpaint off their stock 
Indian types and set them up 1 
as p eace-loving, sensitive 
heroes maligned by racist 
white men. 

Most responses, both criti¬ 
cal and at the box office, 
have been favorable. 

Tell Them Willie Boy is 
Here, a low-key, low-budget 
film about a 1909 manhunt for 
a Paiute Indian, was an 
unexpected hit at movie 


theatres. Willie, the Indian, of 
the true story, was portrayed 
by Robert Blake in updated 
anti-hero fashion. With 
Katherine Ross as his girl¬ 
friend, he spends most of the 
movie fleeing a white posse in 
the Wilds. In the end, he and 
Miss Ross die tragically. 

On TV, High Chaparral is 
galloping Into Its third season, 
telling teles of a ranching 
family which works to live 
peacefully with neighboring 
trlbea. 

"I had some trepidation 
when we first proposed the 
series," says Dortort. "We 
didn't pull any punches ... 
Two or three years ago the 
show wouldn’t have gotten on 
the air.” 

With the Indian theme so 
popular, Dortort has another 
series on the drawing board. 
Chinook would deal with 
Indians of the Pacific North¬ 
west 

He says the Indian revolu¬ 
tion In TV plots has lagged. 
After an Indian tribe pro¬ 
tested an attempted series 
which made Custer out to be 
a hero, most westerns simply 
dropped stories which in¬ 
cluded Indian conflict. Shows 


such as Gunimoka and 
Bonanza seldom feature In¬ 
dians.

Impostor Going Home to Die

ODESSA, Tex. (UPI) — An 
Australian veterinarian, who 
posed a* a doctor for two 
weeks in a Texas town only to 
fall victim to a terminal 
kidney ailment, will fly home 
today to die. His ex-wife said 
Saturday she would like to 
remarry h i m before he 
leaves. 

“I would marry him today 
if 1 could,” Fran Samara said 
after visiting Francis William 
Dalgleijsh, 27, in Medical 
Centre Hospital. His kidneys 
have completely failed. 

"My husband wants to live 
now and I Ihink he will, 
hecause he does what he 
wants to." 

Miss Samara is from 
Gilbertville, Mass. She ar¬ 


rived in Odessa Friday. She 
and Dalgleish were divorced 
in 1969 after about a year of 
marriage. 

She said she loves him and 
never wanted to divorce him. 
But he insisted because, he 
said, he married her as 
"Clyde Jordan" and marriage 
under a false name is illegal 
under Australian law. 

Dalgleish arrived in 
McCamey, Tex., Iasi July and 
took over the hospital duties 
of the town's two real doctors 
who were tired and wanted to 
go on vacations. 

Joe Collins, the McCamey 
hospital administrator, dis¬ 
covered Dalgleish waa not a 
doctor and had him arrested 
last July 27. Dalgleish on Aug. 


7 was moved from the Upton 
County jail to Odessa with 
kidney failure. 

Odessa is a larger city than 
McCamey and has mure 
hospital facilities. John 
Menefee, the county prose¬ 
cutor, got the name of 
Da 1 g 1 e i a h's ex-wife and 
through her found that his 
family lived in Townsville.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
14-city survey of American 
urban affairs reporters turned 
up warnings across the coun¬ 
try that inner city frustra¬ 
tions are building again to¬ 
ward the bursting point. City 
magazine reported Saturday. 

City is the publication of 
the National Urban Coalition, 
a private group seeking to 
enlist civic, labor, business, 
religious leaders and state 
and local officials in efforts to 
improve city life. Its chair¬ 
man is John Gardner, secre¬ 
tary of health, education and 
welfare in the Johnson ad¬ 
ministration. 

The survey, summarized by 
Ci,*y senior editor Simpson 
Lawson, found local officials, 
community workers and inner 
city residents generally dis¬ 
satisfied with present pro¬ 
grams and in many cases 
warning that frustration may 
result in more violence and 
destruction in the cities. 

"Whether or not there has 
been a reduction in total aid 
to any given city (even the 
budget bureau concedes it 
can't Yell precisely), many 


inner city residents seem to 
feel an increased degree of 
deprivation," Lawson said. 

"Mr. Nixon, of course, can't 
be accused of raising expecta¬ 
tions;^ he has made few 
promises to ghetto residents," 
Lawson said. "But there are 
lingering expectations and 
some strong feelings that 
there should be a conduit in 
the federal system that would 
carry a constant flow of 
services, uninterrupted b y 
political change." 

Comments from the 14 
cities frequently expressed 
thg frustrations and fears 
openly: 

New York — An unidenti¬ 
fied woman is quoted: "The 
wRole hypocrisy of the system 
is that when out; youngsters 
decide to burn or rearrange 
this country city by city, then 
Washington will get up off its 
rear and hand out x amount 
of dollars. The (hing today is 
that young people are wise to 
this pacification measure, and 
they are no longer going to 
put up with it, or respect us 
for putting up with it, cither.”

Gaskins said another major 
change would be the addition 
of a 400-amp battery in the 
service module, which would 
get the astronauts back lo 
Earth if all three oxygen 
tanks fail. The tanks provide 
both breathing oxygen and 
oxygen for power-producing 
fuel cells. 

He said management and 
quality control have been 
tightened at all levels and 
when the new tanks arrive in 
October, launch crews “will 
have to adjust to the three 
tanks and to a longer tank 
pressurization period because 
of the lower voltage.

BOSE BALUMO, (K.B., Port Al- 
bemi): The rose bud* you sent were 
suffering from a physiological disorder 
known a* "balling.” The browning and 
decay of the petal* U typical of the 
trouble. A* it Is not cauied by insects or 
disease, spraying will not help, and 
about all you can do is remove the 
terminal buds and allow the side buds 
to develop. 

Excessive rain, which causes the 
petals to stick together, is believed to 
be one of the moat common causes of 
balling.

BLOSSOM DROPPING CUCUMBER, 
(A.G.S., Victoria): A cucumber vine 
carries two different kinds of blossoms 
in its leaf axils, male and female. 
Female flowers can be distinguished by 
a swelling immediately behind the 
blossom — this la the embryo cu¬ 
cumber. Male blossoms have no such 
swelling, as their function is purely to 
provide pollen for the fertilizing of the 
female flowers. 

Nature usually provides seven or 
eight times as many male blossom* as 
there are females, and as only the 


females are capable of developing into 
cucumbers, novioe gardeners get the 
impression that their vine* are not 
cropping well. If one out of every eight 
blossoms makes a cucumber, this is 
about par for the course. 

A shortage of pollinating Insects, 
caused by indiscriminate spraying, may 
cause female blossoms to abort. Ants 
are particularly valuable pollinators and 
should be encouraged. 

There la a hybrid pickling cucumber 
called Sparton Dawn and a hybrid 
slicing cucumber called Sparton Valor 
in which all or almost all the blossoms 
are female, thereby producing a" 
cucumber from almost every leaf Joint. 
Another variety of cucumber must be 
grown nearby to provide the male 
pollen.

PRINCE OF WALES’ FEATHER, 

(N.McL., Nanaimo): The plant you 
know as Prince of Wales’ Feather is the 
Feather Hyacinth — actually Muscari 
eomosum monstrosum. The bulbs 
should be planted in October, about 
three inches deep and four inches apart. 


This Muscari flourishes in most types of 
■oil but has some preference for a 
rather gritty, open-textured soil en¬ 
riched with old rotted manure. The site 
should be sunny. Propagation is by 
small offset bulbs which can be 
detached at planting time.

SYSTEMIC INSECTICIDE, <GJ.. 
Victoria): This type of bug-killer differs 
from a contact insecticide In that it 
enters into the plant's system and is 
absorbed into the sap atream, carrying 
the chemical to all parts of the plant 
and rendering It poisonous to all insects 
that feed upon the treated plaht. 

There are two obvious advantages to 
the systemic insecticide: The poison 
work* from the inside of the plant, 
therefore cannot be washed off by rain. 
And because only the insects that feed 
upon the plant are killed, the predator 
Insects that help keep down the pests 
are unharmed. > 

The residual effect is uncertain, 
though, so systemic* should not be used 
on edible plants until more is known as 
to how long the poison persists within 
the fruit or vegetable.

The redevelopment of the Jordan River hydro¬ 
electric plant moves into its third and last year this fall 
as the multi-million dollar B.C. Hydro project nears 
completion. 


Work began in December 1968 and will be 
completed in the fall of 1971, adding almost 125,000 
kilowatts to the Vancouver Island power system. 


The two existing dams on the Jordan River — 
Bear Creek and Diversion — are being strengthened 
while a new dam, named Elliot, is being built about a 
mile downstream from Diversion. 


The tunnel intake has been drilled along the right 
side of the river and is 16 feet in diameter and 3.5 miles 
long. 


It will funnel the water from the new Elliot dam to 
Sinn-Fein creek and replace an old wooden flume that 
has carried the water for more than 50 years.

Comparing himself with In¬ 
dian artist such as Henry 
Hunt and Jimmie John, he 
says he is a newcomer to the 
field, having been a carver 
for about seven years. He is 


His work is sold mainly to 
individuals. A B.C. Forest 
Products executive has the 
largest collection of his carv¬ 
ings. 

Jacobson said he is pleased 
to see the increase In 
awareness of Indian art on 
the part of white people. 

"But the young people 
admire it more'than the older 
people,'* he said. "Their eyes 
are more open to human 
values." 

Like all artists, he is loath 
to let his carvings go until he 
is satisfied with them. 

He had a chance to exhibit 
a 20-inch totem at a show of 
Indiah art in eastern Canada 
but turned it down because 
the carving he had on hand 
was of red cedar, not the 
alabaster-like yellow cedar 
that he prefers to use.

As with any Indian carv¬ 
ings. live way of live of the 
people is reflected in the 
finished work. 

J acobson incorporates 
whaies and the thunderbird in 
his totems. The Nootka were 
great whale hunters but ac¬ 
cording to Jacobson, it has 
been several years since the 
men have gone out after 
whales. 


Because of this hunting 
tradition, the Nootka Indians 
emphasised whales in all 
aspects of their art. 

In Jacobson's totems, they 
are three dimensional and not 
stylized as in Jhe totems of 
northern Indians. 

The other great tradition of 
the Nootka s is their relation¬ 
ship with the thunderbird.

DavM Mooney, general 
manager of Marathon Realty, 
said from Vancouver Friday 
his company was awaiting 
further action on the part of 
the department. 

"We applied for the re¬ 
newals last year, and there 
was considerable correspon¬ 
dence with the federal gov¬ 
ernment, but we haven’t 
heard anything for quite a 
while now.” Mooney said. 

"We hope to get the re¬ 
newals, because we don’t 
think it makes any difference 
who holds the leases as long 
as we wxtperaie wHh the city 
as far as our development 
plans are concerned.” 

Marathon is a subsidiary of 
Canadian Pacific Investment 
Ltd. which is controlled by 
the CPR. 

The city Is interested in 
becoming the primary lease¬ 
holder on the properties in 
question to obtain better 
control over development in 
the Inner Harbor.

A crisis caused by a lack of treatment facilities 
for hard-drug addicts will hit Victoria in about six 
months, according to three young heroin addicts who 
are concerned about the situation. 

"Heroin use in this area has 
at least tripled in the past six 
months," one of the youths 
said in an interview. “I can 
think of between 200 and 300 
young kids who are using it 
now and that’s without count¬ 
ing the old junkies. 

"The problem is that when 
you get hooked things go fine 
for a while and if you’re 
working you can support the 
habit, so these kids who are 
starting on it now won’t really 
start getting desperate for 
another six or eight months. 

“But when the/ do get 
desperate,” he said, “ttiey’re 
going to find that there’s just 
no place to go If they want 
help in overcoming the 
habit."

Under this treatment, 
addicts are given high initial 
doses of methadone, with the 
actual quantity being deter- 
mined by the subject’s 
previous use of heroin and Ihe 
dosage is reduced over tile 
period of about one week until 
they are receiving first one 
pill and then no pills each 
day. 


"Places like this need both 
financial and general public 
support,” the addicts said. 
"People usually have a very 
low opinion of drug addicts 
and don't want anything to do 
with them, but these Idds are 
going lo need some place to 
go.” 

The importance of a centre, 
Ferguson said, is that it 
allows the patients to be 
treated under control. At 
present, addicts can go to the 
Pacific Drug Dependency 
Society, which will find a 
doctor who will prescribe 
methadone for them. 

“But they're still com¬ 
pletely on their own." said 
Ferguson. "The society 
doesn't have any facilities to 
control the treatment.” 

At Belmont House, how¬ 
ever, the patients actually 
live in during the withdrawal

Ing from about five years to 
only six months, said young 
people who are just beginning 
to use heroin should be aware 
that it takes most people 
between two and three weeks : 
of shooting every day before ;

"If they've just started, 
they can stop by themselves 
just be deciding to,” they 
said. "Their bodies don’t need 
it yet so they’ve got a 
chance.” 

They said most of the 
young Victoria area addicts 
are between the .ages of 14 
and 22, although some are as 
young as 12. 

"There's an awful lot of it 
in the high schools now,” they 
said, “but the thing is that 
it's ail over town. There is 
hardly any place we could go 
that tfce wouldn't be able to 
find a pusher.” 

They said use of the drug 
usually begins when friends 
or pushers offer it free of 
charge. 

“They say: just try it, so 
after a while you do and then 
you find that it's really a nice 
high," one said, "and then 
they start selling it to you 
cheap. 

“It's only after you've been 
hooked that they start charg¬ 
ing you full price ($15 per 
capsule in Vancouver or $20 
here) but by then you can't 
do anything about-it" 

T.he enjoyment is not the 
same after a person has 
become addicted, they said, 

"You’ve just taken a cap 
and have some left but 
already you're wondering 
about where you'll get more 
when that's gone. You can’t 
stop thinking about it. It’s 
just a completely bum trip 
and no one should get in- 
I volved with It.” 


A minimum of pain is felt 
during a withdrawal of this 
sort as compared with the 
weeks of agony suffered by 
an addict who tries to break 
the habit without any use of a 
substitute.

Such a combination is 
wanted for the 1971 cen¬ 
tenary of British Colum¬ 
bia as a province of Can¬ 
ada. To be a Registered 
Centennial Pioneer in 
1971 a person must have 
been in Canada by Jan. 
1, 1897 — which means 
everyone will be 75 or 
over by the end of next 
year . 

In 1362, when Victoria marked its 
100th year as an incorporated city 
there were two parent-child com¬ 
binations — Mias Evelyn F. Grant 
and her mother, Mrs. S. LeCocq 
Grant, both of Seattle; and Thoma* 
Emanu&l Morrison and Ms mother, 
Mrs. Frances Mary Morrison, both 
of Victoria. 

Mrs. Grant and her daughter 
were unable to attend the birthday 
party here, but Mrs. Morrison and 
her son were there in great style. 

After the Mayor's dinner to the 
pioneers at the Empress Hotel, Mr. 
Morrison led his mother, more than 
300, to the ball. 

Mrs. Morrison was a daughter of 
Augustus Cox, earty-day lightkeeper 
on this coast, at Cape Beale and 
Berens Island. Her son went to sea 
as a boy of 14 in the old steamer 
Quadra, and ended his career as 
agent for the Department of Trans¬ 
port in Victoria. 

It would be fine if we could get 
such a parent-child combination, or 
maybe tw or three, for next year's 
party. 

If you know of any such would 
you please let me know. 

Eligible pioneers are now regis¬ 
tering at the Greater Victoria 
Centennial office on the south side of 
Fort, near Blanshard, at the Silver 
Threads in Centennial Square, or the 
municipal halls in Oak Bay,' Saanich 
and Esquimalt.

spring-run-off would be accelerated 
and die Cheewhat River, a very old 
and amaE current of water, would 
dry up with the onset of warm t 
weather. Sometimes salmon are 
seen waiting at the mouth and in 
pools for rain and high tides. 

As an advantage to canoeing, the 
river would In that case be a write¬ 
off in July and August. Most tides of 
the period are insufficient to create 
an inland flow. The roots of those 
trees on Carman ah Mountain pre¬ 
vent the drainage from flowing 
away too hastily. 

Not only are the fishery and 
recreation involved: die mountain 
and its environs are an extremely 


place a sanctity not easily explained. 
The spirit of the Canadian wilder¬ 
ness dwells more strongly there than 
elsewhere on the ooast. The waters 
appear motionless and it would 
seem a natural steetoead haunt. 
Seals explore the recesses in sum¬ 
mer to the disappointment of 
anglers. Sea lions sometimes seek 
refuge there in the fall when heavy 
seas prevent them bom using their 
customary hauiing-out rocks. At 
least one mile, or until the first 
rapids are reached must be saved. 

Near Pachena Point, Black Lak e 
lies outside the park lines. A 
remarkable omission since large 
trout are caught there. It is 
annoying to see ooly one large lake 
included in the Whole park. This is 
lake country! It seems that in the 
campaign for the coastal trail all 
else was forgotten. Apparently 
hikers are sentenced to a 50-mile 
hike on dry radons and shellfish. 

Further eastward beyond Car¬ 
man ah Point, the Carmanah and the 
Walbran Creeks are not given park 
protection, under existing plans. 
About one mile up the Carmanah 
Creek , there is a canyon which 
resembles a gateway to a Lost 
Horizon land. 

While flying over Vancouver 
Island many times I have been 
impressed by die vast quantities of 
timber yet to be harvested for the 
first time. Second growth tree farms 
are approaching maturity in the 
foothills. Forest products interests 
could adjust their limits without 
feeling the loss. * 

The 50-mile hike between Port 
Renfrew and Bamfield is exhausting 
for everyone. The path is dangerous 
between Port Renfrew and the 
Walbran River. 

Is the ordeal necessary to see the 
coast? 

People I have interviewed are 
saying: "Isn't there some other 
way?” 

"Never Again!" and "Fools walk 
in where angels fear to go.” 

There will therefore in future be 
less interest In the Big Hike and an 
increasing interest in shorter hikes 
along portions of the trail with 
camping, canoeing, fishing and 
exploring the motive. In view of 
this, steps made towards inclusion of 
the features mentioned are not only 
necessary, but also wise and practi¬ 
cal.

On April 21 this year 
Minister for Indian Af¬ 
fairs and Northern De¬ 
velopment Jean Chretien * 
flew out to Clo-oose to 
set foot on the historic 
West Coast Trail. Later 
that day he met with Pro¬ 
vincial Recreational Min¬ 
ister Kenneth Kiernan 
and a formal agreement 
was signed reserving the 
coastal strip between 
Chesterman*s Beach, near 
Tofino, and Port Renfrew 
for public recreation. 

Those of us who had been 
proponents of the marine park were 
gratified on reading that the West 
Coast or “Shipwreck" Trail had 
been Included. Sixty miles of shore¬ 
line between Bamfield on Barkley 
Sound and the Gordon River at Port 
Renfrew. 

Few outside government circles 
knew more than that: what the 
boundaries were and what natural 
features inland were included were 
not admitted. 

I have seen an extensive map 
showing die proposed boundaries. 

The proposed belt includes aU of 
toe peninsula extending from the 
vicinity of Bamfield and Pachena 
Bay to Cape Beale. Then there is a 
half-mile wide strip running parallel 
along the coast eastward to Nitinat 
River and Narrows. There the strip 
dramatically deepens to include toe 
east shore of Nitinat Lake for about 
four miles inland. Nitinat Cone and 
Cheewhat Lake are included. Later 
on, I was told, trails would be 
hacked both into the lake and to the 
top of the peak where a vantage 
point commanding the coast and the 
Juan de Fuca Strait would be 
established. 

A couple of miles beyond Clo-oose 
the strip resumes its one-half mile 
depth so continuing to the terminal 
point on the Gordon River. 

I have carefully thought about

important scenic advantage domin¬ 
ating the proposed park area. 

Looking at adjacent Nitinat Lake, 
it seems odd that toe east shore 
should be • park reserve while the 
west shores are not protected 
beyond the half-mile limit terminat¬ 
ing half-way up the Nitinat tidal 
river. Evidently future campers on 
the east share wiM have to gaze at 
logged-off slopes across the lake 
Camping on the east shores Involves 
chilly mornings. The sun does not 
strike there until afternoon. 

Beyond Nitinat lake to toe 
westward Squalicum, Tsuquadra, 
Hobiton, Hltchle and three other 
unnamed lakes lie hidden in toe 
wilderness. Hie whole region wHl be 
logged In the next decade or so — a 
road is being punched down Nitinat 
lake with that purpose. 

Tauaist lake is a broad, nearly 
four miles long, reservoir with islets 
and unique embayment — almost a 
separate lake — on which an ancient 
Indian Reservation exists. The 
winter village site of toe departed 
Tsuquadra Indians. The source of 
toe Tsusiat Falls, toe lake could be 
made accessible by logging road and 
by a hatf-mHe of trail connecting 
with the ooastai footpath. It could 
well be a popular camping, fishing 
and canoeing asset ... if not made 
desolate by unchecked tree harvest¬ 
ing. 

Tet further westward lies toe 
magnificent Klanawa River estuary. 
Its steep forested sides brightened 
with trillium and other spring 
flowers, i t a transparent green, 
sometimes 6b-foot depths give toe 


in the following recommendations 
and observations. 

Ed Hickey, a long-time resident 
oS the Clo-oose area and a conserva¬ 
tionist with a profound concern for 
the local fishery is convinced that 
an important feature has been omit¬ 
ted ... the mountain watershed 
centring on Carmanah Mountain, a 
more than 3,000-foot peak. 

The drainage from its slopes 
replenishes Cheewhat Lake and 
nearby Sprite, Doobah and Oyees. 
The eastern slopes shed water into 
Carmanah Creek. 

Cheewhat Lake it, or was, an 
important sockeye salmon spawning 
area as weH as a nursery for 
cutthroat trout. The creeks flowing 
into toe northeast shore of toe lake 
from toe mountain and its spurs are 
vital to toe small fish. The salmon 
are toe earlest to reach these 
shores from toe North Pacific. 

Ed has written numerous letters 
to Fisheries Minister Jack Davis 
regarding Ihe problem; he has not 
received a reply. He assured me 
that with protection toe river-lake 
system could produce a run of 20,000 
salmon annually. It once did before 
persistant ggJ-netting, which since 
1910 has reduced the annual run to 
less than 500 fish. 

.Sockeye were once caught from 
early in February to toe end ol 
June. Coho and jacksprings also use 
the river to perpetuate themselves. 

In Ed’s opinion, logging the steep 
slopes of toe mountain will finish the 
spawning streams. The protective 
park belt around the lake is barely 
3,000 feet wide. With certainty the

Ogden Point docks are 
like another world; a 
world of exotic sights and 
sounds, of mystery and 
romance 3 and the lure of 
faraway ports. 

Hundreds of Victorians visit regu¬ 
larly, to view the ever-changing 
scene—from rusty tramp to spark¬ 
ling white cruise linor—and, per¬ 
haps, dream of tropical sunsets and 
amber seas, far from the nine to 
five world of reality. 

The call of the sea is undeniable 
and even the most resolute land¬ 
lubber experiences the stirrings of 
wanderlust as seagulls arch and 
glide overhead, roaring lumber 
carriers race to and fro, winches 
rattle in protest. 

Lumber, grain and, recently, old 
railway cars, are hustled aboard, for 
time is valuable and freighters 
waste as little time as possible In 
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port. But as the longshoremen rush 
about, seemingly In utter confusion, 
seamen can enjoy a few hours' 
respite. Those not on duty while 
away the hours by talking notsly in 


native tongue, and fishing from the 
ship’s rail or from a lifeboat. The 
language of fishermen, it would 
seem, is universal, for “I got one!” 
sounds about the same, no matter

MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE 


leve“Ccourthouse window, you 
might have seen a rather hand- 
some, square-jawed man in his 
fifties sitting at a desk . 

He would have been Superintendent Frederick 
* S. Hussey, head at B.C.'s provincial police, and at 
that particular moment a man with a problem. 

Though It was before I was been, still In later 
years I oame to know that spacious room, and 
the desk and Fred Hussey's successors. 

Hussey's brow wrinkling poser concerned one 
William Gordon, against whom he had stacked 
almost enough evidence to warrant • charge of 
murder. Almost, however, Is the key word. For 
though there was an extraordinary amount of 
circumstantial evidence fitting together like a Jig 
saw puzzle, it was a puzzde with one piece 
missing. And that missing piece might very well 
provide the well-known reasonable doubt. 

Eight years before his name shot into the 
headlines, William Adam Gordon, a chunky little 
bearded loot 'from Edinburgh) had been a coal 
miner living at Wellington, and working in No. 4 
mine. 

It was below ground that he first met a fellow 
miner, Isaac Jones, a native of Denbighshire in 
Wales. In a year or so both left Nanaimo to 
Independently wander. TTien in the spring at 1897 
they bumped into one another again, and decided 
to go prospecting In the Omlneca country. 

From innumerable statement! subsequently 
collected by the police, certain elements of the 
partnership are quite plain. For one tiling. Jones 
bad all the money, enough anyway to outfit them 
completely, and still leave about $300 hi bills 
(plus a |5 gold piece) in his belt purse. 

Gordon had no money, but was to aupp3y the 
know-how. 

He said he had been in the Omlneca before, 
and knew the likely spot* where values might 
appear. This later turned out to be false. 

There was something else people noticed 
about the pair. The disparity of their nature. 
While Jones was quiet spoken and friendly, 
Gordon on the other hand was inclined lo sudden 
bursts of temper. In fact he was so dangerous in 
some of his moods that today he might almost 
have been classed as a psycho. 

In keeping with this was his tendency to 
exaggerate. While they were outfitting at 
Ashcroft (at Jones' expense) Gordon was peddling 
a story that in old friend in Ashcroft was grub 
staking him for hla share of the expedition. 

Turned out the "old friend” (a CPR 
conductor) hardly knew him. but gave him a loan 
of $121 BID Lyons of the Ashcroft Hotel, though 
he had failing sight, could still smel a phoney 
and wouldn't give Gordon a room until he saw the 
color of hla money. 

Anyway, K was toward the end of April, 1897, 
that the pair rode northward out of Ashcroft, 
leading a pack horse. Three other prospeotors 
moving out at the same time rode with them part 
way far company. By the time they left Jon eg 
and Gordon at Soda Creek they had ample 
opportunity to size up the pair. They didn't think 
much of Gordon. 

From Soda Creek Gordon and Janet moved 
on to Quesnel, then up through the Blackwater to 
■trike Fort St. James and taka the tral on the 
east sids of Stuart Lake that got team Anally to 
tiw lord at the Nation River. Acroes the river 
•iey camped by Gists' Grave, start of the old 
Pindtbeok Trail. 

Simplest way to describe the route is to look 
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at the back at your right hand, fingers together, 
thumb outspread. The thumb is the Pinchbeck 
Trail tiat leads west to Takla Landing, Babine 
and Hazelton. The extended forefinger is the 
route to Manson's Landing and Germ an sen. Let's 
say your elbow Is Fort 9t, James at the foot 
of Stuart Lake. 

It was the north fork our prospecting duo 
took, and after 60 or 70 miles travel, got to 
German sen's Landing on the Omlneca River. 

Although their wilderness travel occured in 
the closing years of the last century, it was 
surprising the number at prospectors and 
trappers they met on the tral. Each at these 
chance-met characters formed the opinion Ifaat 
kindly and quiet Ike Jones was in the oompeny of 
a real blowhard, who not only shirked his share of 
the stork, but most of the time sullenly ignored 
Jones and anybody he met 

In fact, at Germansen, Jones remarked to 
one prospector that he was a little scaren of 
Gordon, adding that be (Jones) dextoted whether 
Gordon bad evar been In the country before. ”1 
wish I bad never teamed up with him,” was the 
Welshman's parting thought 

By now it was July 13, and the last anyone 
saw of Jones was when he and Gordon “beaded 
down a gulch near Omineca, landing at the mouth 
of Germanaen River.” 

A week later Gordon was seen travelling 
south, alone. One trapper fat his lonely cabin 
bearing someone go by looked out to see Gordon 
leading the three horses. He called a greeting but 
Gordon didn't stop, didn't even look round. Soon 
he disappeared round a bend in the trail. 

At one spot where the pair had stopped osi 
fccir way north, It was quite obrious fiat Gordon 
circuitously avoided attention by taking a aide 
trail, on his way south. 

Some, at course, he had to talk to, and when 
they asked where his partner was he remarked: 
“He's behind me on the trail.*’ 


To one man he remarked: "He went on ahead 
of me.” 

It’s an axiom that dwellers in the outback 
have a singular faculty for noticing items of a 
man's gear. Things that would go unnoticed by a 
dty dwetier. Thus one man noticed Gordon’s pack 
contained Janes’ shotgun, later sold to a Babine 
Indian. Retrieved by the police, they found the 
man in Seattle who sold It to Jones, and who had 
put his special mark on it 

Another man noticed that Gordon had Jones' 
watch. Sounds far fetched, until you learn that 
titis old character camped with the pair one 
night and as Gordon's gold watch was broken he 
used to ask Jones the time. Jones produced a 
silver watch. 

It was at odd spots on hit outward Journey 
that Gordon either sold or gave away most of the 
equipment 

He sold the tent to an Indian, who objected to 
what appeared to be an axe cut in it, low down 
near the ground. To another Indian he gave or 
■old same blankets, one of which was blood 
stained. When the Indian remarked on it Gordon 
said one of the horses got a bad out on its flank 
and must have lain on It 

The shrewd tribesman wasn't so sure. He'd 
never seen a hone bleed that much. His squaw 
who washed the blanket said the blood "stained 
the water a lot” 

Instead at eotning out by way of Fort St. 
James, Gordon took the Pinchbeck Trail. At 
Babine he had a run-in with French, the post 
manager. Apparently Gordon was'selling one of 
the horses to an Indian, who wanted to ride it 
around first Gordon, toinking the Indian was 
making off with It picked up his rifle and would 
ha vs taken a shot at him had not French grabbed 
the gun away from him, impressing him with the 
fact the Indian was an honest man. 

I spoke of how the hush dweller notices 
things. They also talked about it, and the 
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“vanished ia the Omcaica.”

grapevine carried the word that there was 
something queer about the Jones-Gordon setup. 

Which is how Prov. Const CTiapman at 
Hazelton got inkiing of the matter. When Gordon 
pul in an appearance Chapman had a little talk 
with him. Questioned as to where he left his 
partner, Gordon said they parted at Gllhs' Grave. 
Jones was apparently going out through Stuart 
Lake and Gordon decided an the Pinchbeck. 

Nagged by some unspoken doubts, Chapman 
steered Gordon before Magistrate Loring and had 
him make a signed statement. ✓ 

Asked about his funds, Gordon produced from 
a purse on his waist belt about 1200 in bills, plus 
a J5 gold piece. How much he should have was of 
course unknown to Loring and Chapman, but 
later statements proved that Gordon started 
from Ashcroft with about 112. 

It was a few hours after the questioning that 
Gordon seemed to have a change of mind, and 
seeking out Loring, said he had something to 
confess. He hadn't told the correct story and 
wanted to straighten the record. He didn't leave 
his partner near GUIs’ Grave. Something more 
tragic had happened. Jones was dead. It 
happened, he said, when they had to build a raft 
to cross Germansen Creek. 

“I guess we were in too much of a hurry and 
didn't put it together too weU," said Gordon 
ruefuBy. As be described it, in mid-stream the 
raft came apart, Jones fell in and was carried 
down stream. Last Gordon saw of him was his, 
head bobbing in the sucking vortex of an eddy. 
After that he disappeared. 

Gordon said he searched the river bank but 
found no trace of him. 

The contradictory stories were too much for 
Loring, so he sent Gordon down to Victoria in 
charge of Const. Chapman. 

As Ihe district police headquarters happened 
to be at Telegraph Creek, it seemed the simplest 


Mysterious Disappearance of Isaac Jones 


This hobby of carving birds began' about 10 
years ago for this gentleman, but interest in birds 
came early in life. 

Originally from the U.S. the Greenfields went 
to Comax to visit their daughter and son-in-law 
who were stationed at the airbase. 

They liked the area so weU they decided to 
retire there but as fate would have it, soon after 
this mission was accomplished, wouldn't you 
know it — the U.S. Air Force decided to trans¬ 
fer the young couple elsewhere. The Greenfields 
stayed on and have not regretted It 

In their backyard is a bird feeder wherejnore 
than 14 species of birds have been observed. This- 
mutual interest in birds led to the acquaintance of 
Hamilton Lain, another Comox man who used to 
collect bird specimens for the National Museum. 
He stid has a collection of stuffed birds at his 
home and allows Mr. Greenfield to use the 
specimens as guides for coloring, posture and 
contours. 


In addition, this craftsman studies special 
photographs in b'u-d books to get exact 
proportions and details. A well planned workshop, 
separate from the house, is the locale of the 
carved collection. 

The first step in creating a bird is die simple 
wood carving and for this purpose a variety of 
carving tools are on hand. Usually a preliminary 
drawing is made first. After carving, the bird is 
covered with a coat of liquid glass to close all the 
pores, then it is sanded down and a base of 
ordinary white paint applied. Then comes the 
intricate work of painting in detail — each tiny 
feather is given exacting attention. 

The finished products attest to the skill and 
patience which is exercised. Some items, for 
example, the California quail with its intricate 
wing design, took 27 hours to carve and 21 hours 
to paint Others take up less time and some 
others may require even more. 


The legs are made of various things. For 
example, the feet of the Canada Goose are of 
sheet lead. Other models hav* legs and claws of 
fine wire covered with a delicate layer of plastic 
wood, sanded and grooved to perfection. 

A taxidermist in the U.S. supplies the glass 
eyes according to size, species and general 
coloring of the bird. 

Many people have been urging Mr. Greenfield 
to display his work in art shops and museums to 
give the general public the benefit of admiring 
and perhaps purchasing item* to suit their fancy. 
He admits he_ cannot go on just filling up his 
workshop to overflowing, but hasn't quite come 
round to the notion of going into the business of 
selling his birds either. 

But one thing we arc certain ... as a true 
artist he can no mere stop carving birds than he 
can stop breathing and e'entuaHy that workshop 
is going to have to give way — a little. 


thing to do. Besides Chapman could fill in Supt. 
Hussey on the terrain and those that lived in it. 

It was by canoe the pair went down the 
mighty Skeens, to stop over at Port Essington for 
the Victoria steamer. There overnight Gordon 
occupied a cell in Prov. Const. Jimmy Kirby's 
small lockup. Twelve yean befqje Kirby had 
served with the South WaleiySdrderera in the 
Burma campaign that j^S^Hse to Kipling's 
Mandalay. 

When Gordon arrived at Victoria he made 
another long statement, taken down by court 
stenographer Justin GUbert, with Supt. Hussey as 
interlocutor. 

Hussey, at one point, aBked Gordon why he 
made the contradictory statements at Hazel ton 
Gordon gave the somewhat feeble, explanation 
that when he saw the sign on the door "Indian 
Agent.’ (Loring was Indian agent as well as 
magistrate) he figured "be wasn't a very 
important official and he didn't want to tell the 
real story until he could aee somebody more 
1 important" Then he said he changed his mind 
and decided to tell alL 

And how about Jones' gear be sold off. the 
tent, the shotgun, tfie horses? 

"Oh, I've got all the money for that right 
here.” he said producing his purse. “I’m all ready 
to make a proper accounting to the proper 
officials.” 

But if they were on a raft that broke apart in 
midstream, quizzed Hussey, how was it be had 
Jones' watch? The explanation was simple, 
according to Gordon. It was July and very hot..so 
he and Jones stripped to the waist buildinfyRe 
raft. When he got back to share and took charge 
of Jones' effects, he found the watch in Jones* 
vest pocket. 

On what charge Gordon was held here is not 
quite clear, but held he was. 


For through the co-operation of city chief 
Harry Shepherd, the provincial police were 
supplied with a dozen mugshots of the suspect so 
they could be shown to anyone who had contact 
with the ill-fa ted party. Which In itself was no 
idle task for more than 30 statements were taken 
from people spread all over a thousand square 
mile. Due to the Klondike rush some were found 
in the Yukon by the Northwest Motaited, Police 
and at least two were found in Seattle. 

Big trouble was to locate some of the 
nomadic Indians in their wanderings between 
Dease Lake and the Omineea. Even to send a 
telegram from the Omineea meant a 100-mile 
hike, maybe 200 miles, to strike 4th Cabin on the 
Yukon Telegraph Une. 

Finally after months of work, with all the 
statements to hand, all Jones’ gear, plus the 
horses accounted for, it seemed obvious that 
Gordon hrfd done away with his partner. But 
exactly when, where and how was the mystery. 

So far as Hussey could figure out, Jones must 
have been murdered and possibly buried a little 
to the east of the Junction of the Omineea and 
Germansen Rivers. But although parties of 
experienced men combed the area for months, 
nothing was found. 

It was about 20 months after the mysterious 
disappearance of Ike Jones, that William Adam 
Gordon appeared in a Victoria courtroom before 
Mr. Justice Walkem. Charged with the theft of 
Jones' possessions he got 18 months. It was 
thought that possibly whle he languished in the 
Hillside Jail, it would give time to renew the 
search for his missing partner. 

From that day to this not a trace of Isaac 
Jones has ever been fotmd.

Bird Watcher 
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At the turn of the century Langford Lake was a wild, unin¬ 
habited hunting-ground for Victoria's sportsmen, by-passed by 
holiday-makers who used the E & N on their way to the popular 
and fully developed Coldstream resort. From the train those pic¬ 
nickers could catch only a glimpse of the lake, but those who 
travelled by horse and buggy over the Old Victoria Road give us 
a vivid picture of the lake as it was in 1900. 


Mrs. Robert S. Dt&by, for one. 
recalls many a Sunday drive 
through the Langford Lake area. 
“From the gravelly Goldstream 
Road—a wagon trail , a real country 
road and plenty dusty—the lake lay 
mostly hidden from view.” 

Dense stands of fir , cedar and 
alder stood between the lake and 
highway. 

However, another old timer, Roy Carlow, 
speaks of an inviting access at the bottom of the 
hill just below the existing Castle Service 
Station. “My father used to bring me down from 
the Humpback Road to this grassy spot to swim. 
Our house sat right bn the top end of the present 
reservoir. That was around 1899.” 

■'And.'' he continues., “as for the rest of the 
lake, it was a wild* kind of territory, especially 
toward the end, like from where Wenger's Bay is. 
on through the low area. There were big cedars 
lying everywhere. I always figured it was the 
wildest looking place you could see. tike an 
African jungle.” 

But this untouched territory, so accessible by 
train and only a good buggy ride from town, 
offered such exciting bags that Mr. Phair 
(sometimes spelt Phayerl the “genial proprietor" 
of the Goldstream Inn, highlighted the attraction 
in his advertisements. There is no doubt that this 
enterprising American greatly stimulated interest 
in hunting around the whole Goldstream. Ml. 
Skirt and Langford Lake area. The Victoria 
Dlustrated in 1891 (Mr. Phair took over the hotel 
in 18851 clearly indicates this. 

It says: “Mr. Phayer is himself an ardent 
sportsman, and is always willing to accompany 
hia guests on a hunting expedition. He is a young 
qian, a large property owner, and has bought 
1,000 acres of fire lands. The streams and woods 
in the vicinity abound with trout, pheasant, 
grouse, deer,, bear and about anything the 
huntsman may desire." 

Now, one can assume that though lodging was 
always available at die Goldstream Hotel, some 
of die keener hunters would long for a small 
cabin of their own. 

Quite possibly smaH hunting shacks were 
tucked away here and there on Mount Finlayson 
and through the Highland area, but we know 
definitely that one of the first hunting lodges to 
appear on Langford Lake was that built by Johy 
Barnsley. What could be more natural, since he 
owned a sporting goods store on Government 
Street at this time, known as Barnsley and 
ColUster. Too, John Barnsley was himself a Tully 
qualified gunsmith. 

His grandson. Jack Robinson, says: "He 
bought at the lake for the pure love of the 
outdoors." Fortunately for John Barnsley, the 
lake was not subdivided and he Was able to 
acquire considerable acreage. His property, 
running north and south of Goldstream Road, 
included 300-400 feet or more of water frontage on 
the Malahat aide of the existing Langford Lake 
Store and Castle Service Station, including three 
or four lots past the bottqm of the hiH. On the 
high part of this site overlooking the lake he built 
Langford Lodge. 

As did most of the early' builders. * John 
Barnsley used the material at hand — fir trees 
which had to be felled anyway for a clearing and 
tie boulders hidden under the topsoil. With these 
he constructed a log cabin with two attractive 
features: A spacious main hall and a floor-to- 
ceHing boulder fireplace. 

A lot of thought and care must have been put 
into constructing that fireplace, which dominated 
one end of the living room. Using the larger 
boulders he fashioned a horseshoe arch to outline 
the firegrate itself, and in place of a mantel 
repeating the horseshoe effect, he made a two- 
foot wide niche for knick-knacks. 

Then the Barnsleys proceeded to enjoy nol 
only the hunting of grouse, quail, pheasant and 
deer, but also the swimming and fishing. For 
several years the family came regularly to the 
lodge But around 1911, Mr. Barnsley joined the 
Bosquith Brothers Steamship Company and he 
aold his entire 49 acres to Mrs. Elizabeth Powers. 

This property, still with more than 40C feet of 
waterfrontage has never changed hands since and 
tt»e original park-like quality remains. Miss Molly 


HUNTING LODGE ERA 
OF LANGFORD LAKE ^

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Powers and bar nater, Mr*. Cane Comorton, 
continue to Hue in toe original hunting lodge 
which, of course, has been up-dated from time to 
time over the years. AH except the’ fireplace. 
There it stands as sturdy and impressive as the 
day it was built. 

In 1907 the government with Hr. McVittle as 
surveyor subdivided the entire section on the 
north and south side of Goldstream Road from 
John Barnsley's property to the existing Lake 
End Road. 

One of the first to take advantage of toia 
subdivision was Jacob Hasenfratz, a Swiss, who 
bought 10 acres on the Malahat side of the 
existing Ray's Auto Court, up to Lake End Road. 
His property like that of John Barnsley's crossed 
both sides of Coldstream Road, heading up Mount 
Skirt for 1,000 feet or more and giving him 100 
feet water-frontage. Ernest Hasenfratz chuckled 
at the price his father paid for the land: "All that 
for only J30O!” 

Ernest, his late brother, Herman, and their 
father wasted no time in starting to clear a spot 
for a small hunting cabin. 

"I remember helping to cut the trees, stuffing 
the chinks with moss and making the shakes for 
the roof. The deer were foe the taking. So we 
named it Deer Lodge.” 

"In the winter my brother and I went out to 
the lake with our two friends, Peter Bugs lag and 
Bill Lenfesty, and we hunted Mount Skirt. We 
didn't have far to go for to bring in willow grouse 

— you know the small under-cover birds — or the 
larger blue grouse and quail and partridge and, 
as I said, the deer were for the taking." 

In the summer the Hasenfratz family stayed 
at the lake and if the horse and buggy wasn't 
available for transporting their friends for 
weekend trips, Mrs. Herman Hasenfratz recalls 
that their picnic parties would take the train to 
Col wood Station (in 1929 changed to Langford 
Station) then walk along the dusty road carrying 
Iheir baskets and bathing suits to Deer Lodge. 

If you drive along Coldstream Road today 
you wlH find Deer Lodge well hidden by trees just 
before you come to Lake End Road. The original 
terracing remains, but new owners have given the 
old log cabin a face-Hft. 

Another keen sportsman enticed to the lake 
by the thrill of the hunt was the late John 
Wenger, Sr., also from Switzerland, whose 
jewelry store on lower Yates Street Is still vivid 
in the memory of present-day Victorians. H!s son, 
John Wenger, just before Ms recent death, 
reminisced about hunting days. 

‘‘Father, bought our property in 190*. The 
Hasenfratzes were settled further along Gold- 
stream Road and Benny Thomas, too, was 
already at the lake." 

The lake is never mentioned without hearing 
the name of this oldtimer whose cabin was 
certainly one of the earliest on Coldstream Road. 
Though apparently not a hunter he did rent boats 

— perhaps even to sportsmen in duck-hunting 
season. 

"Our property," John Wenger continued, “ran 
From our present lake-frontage (opposite toe road 
leading to the new subdivision on Wenger's 
Terraced across Coldstream Road and straight up 
Mount Skirt for 1,00(1-2,000 feet. We first built on 
the Mount Skirt part of our property — a little 
log cabin — then later built our log chalet which 
still stands 

"As for hunting. I’ve shot grouse, many 
grouse, toe willow and the blue. And quail — used 
to be a couple of coveys of real mountain quail — 
not the California quail which are common now. 
The motmtain quail, well, they are twice the size 
of the California species. 

"Father was a great hunter. Not only did we 
hunt Mount Skirt but we also poached on the 
Honorable C. E. Pooley's farm. 

'The Pooley's property ran from the end of 
the lake where Turner's Meadows are now, right 
up Sotike Lake Road to the Coldstream Hotel, 
ihen up the lakeside edge of the Humpback Road 
to toe Coldstream Station. The whole meadow- 
land used to be oalled Phair's Fields. 

“Mir. Pooley’s propert y was well stocked with 
pheasants. He was a hunter himself, you know. I 
used to poach on the lake-end part of toe propert y 
and knew exact time his game warden would pass 
along toe trail. He caught us a couple of times,” 
he laughed, then added wistfully: 

“There used to be a little lake — well, a good- 
»ized pot-hole — lying southwest of Lanrfrw* 
Lake, You know it was bo*»^- load. Wad 
cranberries grew mere m the moss. We used to 
pick them. We named it Cranberry Lake.” 

Gradually the Wengers disposed of their extra 
land but kept their property which faces into 
Wenger's Bay. But toe log house which tola 
family has owned for more than 62 yean remains 
in beautifully preserved condition. 
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76 Aida* 
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115 PreyedHea, 
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Those who knew this little lodge t e rn em b e r 
its doll-like quality. Perhaps the tal firs of Ms 
setting further dwarfed It And, too, possibly toe 
name TWdy Bear Cabin printed and painted to 
red and green above the door, triggered off 
childhood memories tor the passerahy. 

Could they have peeked through its two front 
windows their feelings of make-believe would 
have been enhanced, for a large crystal 
chandelier - - "an incongruous thing at the type 
you would only see in a hotel lobby,” — hung 
front tie roof. 

But the cabin has gone. An apartment 
complex now spr a w ls over the grassy field where 
once stood this pi ctur es qu e hunting retreat. 

With further subdivision of p rope r t y around 
toe lake toe hunting era dosed. 


The only hunting lodge which has disappeared 
is one wMeb stood tor years on toe corner of 
Leigh Road and Coldstream, called Teddy Bear 
Cabin. 

Four hunting oompantona shared tola lodging. 
One erf them was William Blake, ■ sign pain tar in 
early Victoria, whose son, Hudson, operates 
Hudson's Tape Recording Centre Lid.

Francis Williams was bom St Masset. at Hie 
northern shd of the islands. H* was Mw* Hath of ■ 
family of eight children; th» son of a fisherman, 
and one who has travailed Hat* from hti native 
home, but looki back oonalantly with love to 
•toae early childhood days. 

He remember, chill morning, when long 
before daylight he got up and went with hla father 
to work on tjw boet. 

He remomftera, a. a very young child, run¬ 
ning and running through the mmmer fields: the 
delickoui smell of hla mother’s home-msde bread, 
and the special way she had of preparing venison. 
He remembers, too, that often a little bit of that 
home-made bread in the form of a roll would be 
broken off and fed to the children to keep them 
quiet until mealtime. 

Those were the days when the home town 
consisted of a couple of stores and a couple of 
cars, and yet seemed like a big place to a small 
boy. 

Masse, by the way, U sometimes spelled 
with one “t” and sometimes with two, but I have 
it on official authority that the correct spelling is 
Masaet! 

The walk from the old town to New Masset 
usually meant sitting around in Clarence Martin's 
store listening to the big men talk. But perhaps 
Francis’s clearest and biost loved memory is of 
his mother — that woman who was a fabulous 
cook and whose gentle voice was never raised in 
angry shouts against her children. 

"She always seemed to have time for us. and 
so much love for us as well. Sometimes 1 wonder 
if the Europeans in all their rush and hurry to 
make money and get rich ever have any idea how 
they sound when they yell at their children. They 
'-just don't »ccm to have time for anything and so. 
of course, they don't have any {Patience either, - ' 
•ays Francis. 

"There was a time when my leg hurt almost 
all the time so that I couldn't keep up with Dad 
when he went to the boat That’s when I was 
moat with my mother. When the pain was bad. 
•he uied to hold me In her arms and rock me and 
■ing to me.” Francis paused to look out of Hie 
window at the dusty Victoria street. He wasn't 
seeing that street though, His mind's eye was 
turning back to the green Queen Charlottes; The 
miles of .shining sands; and to the comfort of a 
mother's arms about a small child's body, and a 
mother's voice quietly singing an old Halda song 
to sail her child’s pain.

He rtealla now Hiat he thought He would 
never tee hla home or hla family again, and he 
cried many times - though not, of aou«e, tor 
other, to ae*. 

In one respect he was right in hla fears for 
hf never thd see him mother again, She died 
while he was still In the Solarium, and then In¬ 
deed did he feel most acutely alone—an Indian 
ammyal white people. Kind they were to him, 
and loving also. But not one among them could 
wTap their arms around him to ease his grief 
as that beloved mother could have done. 

"I was alone, and I wanted my own people," 
he aaya. 

. Apart from loneliness and grief apd much 
pain, however, Francis Williams looks back on his * 
long stay ■< the Solarium with affection and a 
great deal of gratefulness. He learned many 
things there, Joining In the daily school lessons 
and, as boys will the world over, having a good 
deal of fun along the way. Now he recalls that he 
had four very good friends in the Solarium, and 
they always shirk together and fought each 
other's battles. 

“We were a tight little circle of five," 
Francis recaHs now. "and the odd thing was that 
we were ad of different nationalities. There was 
an Irish boy and a Swedish boy, a Canadian and a 
Chinese and myself — a Haida from Masset 
Sure, we used to figh, and squabble the way kids 
do, but no one outside of our group could hope to 
pick on one of us and get away with It. We stuck 
together all through, but since then, I’ve lost 
touch with them. I still remember them though, 
and wonder where they all are and how they are 
getting on." 

When Francis .was turning 15# he went back 
home to Masset. He was still lame and always 
will be but, on the credit side, he had received a 
better than average education since It was more 
or less continuous, and his receptive mind had 
had a chance to read many books which might 
not ordinarily have come his way. But what of 
the future? He went back to a home from which 
he had been ao long away that he felt out of touch 
■with his people. Almost he had become two 
persons in one — white and Indian. 

His father, he says, found it difficult to' 
understand him. His brothers were all fishermen 
— active, and so much a part of the Masset way 
of life that Francis himself felt almost an outcast 
The boy who all those years had spent so much 
time thinking and dreaming of his home now 
found that home changed. It was some time 
before he began to realize that It was he himself 
who had changed. Now, he could sit around in 
Clarence Martin's store and join in the talk of the 
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Vie Ipw w eat-rt t»i top toil tttiBIHMt to Mila 
bentltoui brtfl. MshR a HMP, tbf«Hrla wmiM ill 
ttatehittg hl» ftlehtJ at Rtirk, and tiiany a Httta 
Arthur did till heat In pefauade Franel, to teat it 
Hie art himaeir. But to no avail. At that time, in 
Hla late teens, he freely admits he wai itlU too 
deeply trapped In aaif-pi^r to do anythin! really 
constructive. But gradually the fascination of tt* 
ailverwork took a hold of him, and by the time he 
wai 21 he waa auch • keen pupil that atorf- 
clerking began to fade Into the background. 

The Halda of the Queen Charlotte Islands 
have always been master seamen, proud, brave, 
dignified and often warlike. They are among the 
elite at the Indian tribes whose superior 
intelligence had made It easy for them to form an 
elaborate, well-regulated society long before Hie 
oomlng of the white man. They were also master 
oarvers, as many of their works In the provincial 
museum testify. Beside the wooden carvings 
which formed a natural part of their homes, they 
also produced very outstanding agrillite carvings 
for which they are famous. 

Silver engraving among the Haida is. 
however, of a much later date and did not, in 
fact, come into being until the coming of the 
European. It is said that when the Haida received 
payment in gold and silver -specie, tt was often 
quite a problem to arrange safe-keeping for a 
form of wealth to which they were unaccoetomcd. 
Thus, many of Hie silver dollars were flattened 
out and made Into bracelets and arm-bands, and 
a new art was born. There is also a thought that 
this craft may have been Introduced in part from 
Sitka. Certain it is that some of the early carving 
implements for the work were of Slavic origin. 

Among the northern tribes doing such work 
were the Tlinglt, Taimsyan, the Haida and. to a 
lesser degree, some of the other coast tribes. 
However, the very best silver carvers were found 
among the Haida, and one of the most famous of 
all was Charles Edenshaw of Masset.

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Penetrating Look At Crime and Punishment

It's pretty hard, in this material age, to dip money 
out of government for prison improvement. *'Like 
pouring water doivn a rat hole,” as one local cabinet 
minister described it to me when, years ago (and for 
a brief sixm) I was deputy inspector of the province's 
jails. 


For there is always the latent 
public attitude that wrong-doers 
must be punished. Rehabilitated, 
maybe. But certainly punished. So it 
follows that every convicted felon 
must be immediately removed from 
the mainstream of society, lodged in 
a safe and secure place ... then 
quietly forgotten. Trouble is, they 
won’t stay forgotten. 

This attitude is perhaps respon¬ 
sible for St. Vince nt de Paul 
penitentiary in eastern Canada, 
which has assumed the proportions 
at a national disgrace. I used the 
word forgotten. Did you know eight 
prisoners have committed suicide in 
St. Vincent de Paul in as many 
months? 

Even in Britain, with its enlight¬ 
ened attitude to crime and punish¬ 
ment, Dartmoor prison down in dear

Christy Brown Novel 
A Minor Masterpiece

Down All the Days is a novel. It la also quite 
obviously autobiographical. Fiction and faet are so 
inextricably mixed, however, that it is impossible to 
separate the two. And ifr doesn't really matter because 
the interest in this extraordinary work is in the writ¬ 
ing and Christy Brown is a spell-binder. 


The focal character, who is never 
named, is a helpless cripple (the 
author, a life-long cerebral palsy 
victim, only has the complete use of 
his left foot) whose powers of 
observation are sharpened by the 
fact that he is unable to participate 
in the activities around him. 

The book opens with the chief 
character as a boy and ends with 
him being on the threshold of 
manhood The boy is totally depend¬ 
ent for outdoor activities on his 
brothers who push him in a boxcar 
to various places, and leave him on 
the periphery to observe the scene. 

Although physically crippled, he 
possesses the mind and emotions of 
a human being. Unable to join In, 
■nd with a heart both tormented and 
serene, he sits in his boxcar 
observing the actions and emotions 
of the sprawling family, of which he 
Is part (Christy Brown was one of 22 
children), in the Dublin slum where 
they live. 

This is the Dublin at the 40s and 
90s, down all the days of its joys and 
sufferings. Here, in all Its splendor 
snd misery, and Its great zest for 
living, is the coarse, brutal, boozing, 
fornicating Catholic Dublin of the 
back streets and seedy pubs. 

Here, in essence, is the authentic 
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DOWN ALL THE DAYS, by 
Christy Brows; Seeker A War-

background of the characters of the 
Brendan Behan plays. 

Such a sordid Iheme should by 
rights produce a rather depressing 
social document. That It doesn’t, 
that this book Is the reverse of 
depressing, is due solely to the 
author’s brilliant ability. 

Christy Brown doesn't mince 
words, and his writing is devoid of 
sentimentality, but its lyrical quality' 
is a source of constant wonderment 
and joy. 

His characters, all a little larger 
than life-size, are vitally alive, and 
his vivid descriptions of the sights, 
smells, sounds and scenery of Dub¬ 
lin's seamier side may in part have 
been equalled, but have certainly 
never been excelled. 

Christy Brown, now 38, is going 
his own way — the Brandan Behan; 
Dylan Thomas way — and where it 
will all end is anyone's guess. One 
hopes he will continue to write, but 
even if he never produces another 
thing. Dswa An Me Days will be his 
substantial monument. 

The book is a minor masterpiece, 
an exceptional achievement by an 
exceptional being. 


honestly by his humanitarian prin¬ 
ciples, being the son of an Episco¬ 
palian minister, and his fundamental 
respect for human dignity shows Lti 
his outlook, and proved by his many 
reform programs. 

Of course he had a lot of 
material to deal with, when you 
figure that currently half a million 
people in the U.S. are behind bars, 
25,000 of them in 36 federal 
i institutions. Which latter, by the 
way, cost .the U.S. taxpayer 
$ 60 , 000,000 a year. 

In his interesting and factual 
reminiscence^ Bennett gives hint of 
how most people feel when the door 
is slammed behind them. Which 
requires some side glances at the 
somewhat haphazard nature of U.S. 
jurisprudence. For instance how 
would you like to land in a cell at 
Atlanta to serve 15 years tor 
embezzling $5,000 from a bank, only 
to find your ceil mate (who did 
exactly the same thing) is doing a 
year. And both of you first 
offenders. 

’Penalty for murder in Texas, for 
instance, averages out at two years 
and nine months. In Ohio the same 
offender would get 15 years. 

A good deal of this is tied in with 
the problem of elected judges, 
occasionally long on pah tic al know 
how and short on law. 

I Chief thing that helps put a man 
irt a ceH is lack of education. From 
mfcUkra of U.S. case histories, 
Bennett offers these figures. Fifty 
five per cent of the U.S. prison 
population didn't get as far as high 
school, and 28 per cent are high 
school drop outs. The minority are 
the 12.4 per oent who went through 
high school, 4 per cent with three 
yearn of college, and 1.1 per cent 
are college graduates. 

Bulk of the prisoners are un¬ 
skilled, but experience shows that 
those who complete their education 
in prison and take vocational 
training are twice as likely to 
succeed after release. 

That thta works is evidenced by 
the fact that when Mr. Bennett took 
over the U.S. prison system in 1937, 
two thirds of the released prisoners 
came bade to serve another term. 

By the time he picked up his last 
pay cheque (ki 1964) only a third of 
the prisoners were repeaters. 

Which somehow points Up the 
fact that a good progressive minded 
jail warden can save the taxpayer a 
lot of money. 

This is a broad gauge common 
seme book, unconcerned for the 
most part with the sensational But 
here and there you get a glimpse of 
same famous escapes, and the antics 
of some outrageous con. men. I like 
his story of the U.S. army Colonel 
doing three years in* Lewis burg who, 
by sheer force of character, pre¬ 
vented an incipient riot. 

There is a chapter devoted to 
Alcatraz in its heyday, and mind 


gripping are the laconic ticker tape 
bulletins that chattered Into the 
director’s Washington office when 
tlie one and only riot broke out on 
"the rock”. 

He washes away some of the 
motion picture glamor surrounding 
the Bird man <A Alcatraz. Stroud 
a confirmed psycho, (and ex-Juneau 
pimp) ccrnmitted three murders 
(two o# them in prison), and even as 
he studied his birds he was ready to 
kill again. As Attorney General 
Biddle eftee remarked: "Stroud 
loves birds and hates men.” He died 
eventually at Springfield, the mental 
hospital for federal prisoners. 

While here in Canada we haven’t 
quite the violence of the American 
scene, ww the trouble making flaws 
in our system of jurisprudence, still 
there Is no need for complacency. 
We can still more much further 
ahead In the matter of slum 
clearance, better educational facili¬ 
ties, and prison reform. It wik coat 
money. The alternative Is that your 
grandchildren may be living in a 
jungle.

Both were brilliant an 4^they sub¬ 
limated their sexual energy in creative artistic work , 
social reform and scientific enquiry . 


"Art,” 9uw once wrote, "can 
flourish splendidly when sex is 
absolutely barred." Whether or not 
be really believed this no longer 
matters. It has long been known 
that their • hang-ups” were the di¬ 
rect result at peculiar childhood 
patterns. 

Presumably, they didn't know 
this; or if they did they chose not 
to do anything about it. Thank God 
for that, since It's safe to assume 
that had Shaw been "straightened 
out" by a psychiatrist he would not 
have bequeathed to us the rich 
literary heritage that he (id. 

There are many sides to Shaw. 
There was George Bernard Shaw 
the playwright, die man of tower¬ 
ing intellect, the genius, who suc¬ 
ceeded through his plays and pre¬ 
faces, In changing the social dimate 
of his time. 

There was GBS the clown, the 
man who, with mischievous delight, 
used his devilish wit to make waves 
—which often caught him in their 
under-tow. 

Then there was the private Shaw, 
about whom little or nothing was 
known until Allan Chappelow pro¬ 
duced his Shaw the Villager and 
Hamaa Belag. 

In that book Chappelow inter¬ 


viewed people — tradesmen, 
lawyers, bankers, domestic servants 
and neighbor* — who knew Shaw 
only as a fellow villager. These 
people were all very fond of their 
resident genius, but nearly all tens 
issue with him on Ms pub be views. 

Chappelow, realizing List this 
was unfair to Shaw, cast around for 
a way to allow the great man to 
defend himself. The result Is Stew 
— “The Ctweker-Oat**, a monu¬ 
mental work of almost GOO pages in 
which yet another facet of Shaw is 
shown. 

Here is Shaw the pamphleteer, 
letter writer, debater and lecturer. 
This biographical exposition and cri¬ 
tique is- a representative collection 
of Shaw*s views many of them 
published in book form for the first 
time — on literature, religion, war, 
economics, sexual morality (proving 
that h e could preach without 
practising), politics, and dozens of 
other subjects. 

This is the raw materia] out of 
which he fashioned bis plays. 

Shaw's writings and speeches 
covered an immense passage. of 
time and they dealt with affairs of 
the moment The remarkable thing 
is lhat they remain not only as fresh

Changing Homosexuality ta the 
Male is the kind of book that would 
normally only be reviewed in the 
medical press. It is essentially a 
textbook and Sts author, a leading 
New York psychiatrist, has special¬ 
ized for the past 15 years in the 
treatment of men troubled by homo¬ 
sexuality. > 

Surprisingly little specialization 
has been done in this field and Dr. 
Lawrence J. Hatterer is pioneering, 
His moat notable achievement is the 
introduction at the tape capsule, an 
edited recording of a session which 
the patient takes home to {day in 
order to strengthen his resolve 
between appointments. 

The book consists of observations 
•nrf treatment methods, details of 
who can be helped and how, as well 
as case histories augmented by 400 
clinical. illustrations based on 
transcriptions from actual patient 
interviews and sessions. 

Dr. Hatterer’a language, descrip¬ 
tions and explanations are as clear 
and realistic as his approach to 
therapy. 

The appeal of this book ’ to 
p s y ehiatrists, psychologists and 
other professionals is too obvious to 


need underlining. The reason It it 
reviewed here, indeed tbe reason 
review copies have been widely 
distributed, is that it contains 
information of importance far every 
intelligent layman. *

The mighty Sasquatch, hairy giant of the B.C. 
hinterland—fact or fancy? 


This is the question over which 
scientist and amateur researcher 
have clashed headlong la recent 
years after a decade of skirmishing. 
If John Green, after two books on 
the subject, not to mention 13 years' 
active investigation, involving inter¬ 
views, plaster casts of huge foot¬ 
prints, and thousands of miles of 
travel, BtHI lacks a concrete answer, 
toe stoutest skeptic will have to 
concede that hp does offer some 
startling — and substantial — 
evidence. 

Thousands of sittings, from 
Panama to Alaska, have been 
reported sinte the first white 
explorers ventured along the rugged 
Pacific shores, and most Indian 
tribes accepted him aa legend, if not 
fact, for centuries, yet, to this day, 
despite world-wide publicity, no 
Sasquatch, dead or alive, has 
reached scientific hands. 

It has been seen, bunted by land 
and air, photographed, shot at, and, 
according to several accounts, even 
killed. But no carpus delecti. 

This despite "Jacko's” capture at 
Yale in 1884. That Is, u Jocko was 
indeed a Sasquatch. 

Is Sasquatch, or Bigfoot, -os he la 
known south of the line, the kxig- 
aouf^it missing link? A freak of 
nature? A hoax? Or simply some 
mad nudist?

Hans missed out on die fishing 
excursion — he was away working 
in Edmonton on a high-rise project. 

“He always wanted to go out on 
the Lakewood,” said Mrs. Radtke. 
“He was crushed when I phone 
Edmonton and Ibid him ‘you’re 
Agoing to miss ft, sweetie’.” 

Elva Radtke's first salmon was 
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the result of a pair of free tickets on 
a King Fisherman guided fishing 
trip provided by Finlayaon Arm 
Guide Cgordy Lamont in Saanich 
Inlet six years ago. 

The Radtkes bad often fished in 
Manitoba for trout, jacks and other 
game fish — but never for a B.C. 
salmon. "1 used to get excited if 1 
hooked a fish weighing 1% pounds in 
Manitoba.” said Elva. "When I 
caught that f i r ■ t eight-pound 
Chinook, we knew Victoria was It. 
Anyway, the place always fascinated 
us.” ~ 

Since that first lucky expedition, 
Elva has brought in more than 100 
salmon, fishing Brentwood. Sooke, 
Cowichan Bay, Comox and Campbell 


River. “We're out fishing nearly 
every weekend when my husband is 
in town. Hans is fanatical about 
fishing... so devout, he doesn't 
even talk when we’re In the boat. 
And when I get a strike, I have to 
do the hard work. Hans says ‘it's 
your fish, you drag it in*," said 
Elva. 

She doesn’t mind the dirty work. 
Fishing to Mr*. Radtke is “peace 
and quiet; a chance to commune 
with nature, away from the tele¬ 
phone and blasting radios.” 

So hooked on B.C. fishing and 
Victoria is Elva Radtke that she 
sends brochures with her Christmas 
cards to die unfortunates who can’t 
call B.C. home. 


A fishing buff for the past nine 
years, her favorite people in the 
fishing guide business are Dave and 
Olive Adams, of Brentwood Boat 
Rentals. The Radtkes had a boat of 
their own once — but it plumb wore 
out. 

Elva won a recent Sweetheart 
Derby run by the Victtoria-Saankh 
Inlet Anglers’ Association, hooking a 
six-pound, 14-ounce salmon. And 
other derbies the has entered here 
have garnered her a closetful of 
prizes, including camping and fish¬ 
ing gear, and trophies. 

She goes about angling in a 
professional manner; studying maps 
and plotting courses — salmon 
hardly have a chance when Elva 


Radtke sinks a line. One catch she 
made at Brentwood was a rarity — 
a six-pound Red Mussolini cod. "It 
was delicious eating; no bones. The 
fisheries guardian was quite excited 
when be saw it,” she said. 

The biggest salmon she ever 
caught was a 15-pound Chinook at 
Brentwood, her favorite fishing 
grounds. She beat out her husband 
— his largest was a 14-pounder. 

The Lakewood fishing cruise 
where "togetherness angling” with 
as many as 35 lines overboard at 
once must come as a horrible shock 
to the fish, was the first time Elva 
Radtke had ever been out angling in 
waters off Oak Bay. She thought the 
cruise “different, and very enjoy¬ 


able.” She had along as her fishing 
companion Mrs. Diane Craig and 
between them they came up with 
three cod — and, often, other 
anglers' lines. 

It's a common occurrence. The 
"big one” you think you’ve hooked is 
sometimes the tackle of other 
anglers on the opposite side of the 
boat. Heaving in the line, with 
straining sinews, may never topple 
the fellow you're hooked up with into, 
the chilly water, but it certainly 
keeps Lakewood skippers Frank 
(Tor) Miller, George Moore and 
Keith Palmer cm the go untangling 
the nylon lines. Particularly when 
the Lakewood takes on Its limit of 37 
passengers — each one intent on 
hauling in the maximum allowed 
catch: three ling cod and four 
salmon. 

Elva Radtke failed to hook a 
salmon — but she was in good 
company the recent Saturday morn¬ 
ing she and Diane Craig went out on 
the Lakewood. No one else got one 
either. But they are there for the 
taking — somewhere beneath the 
sun-dappled water. 

Ova did set her usual high 
standards, angling-wise, though. She 
brought up the first fish of the day 
— end the last, a colorful, yellow 
Tommy cod. Skipper Moore cleaned 
and filleted them for her, and they 
went home In a plastic bag as 
trophies of the hunt. 

For Elva Radtke, fishing buff 
par excellence, any fish on the line 
makes her day. Even a rock cod. 
But, of course, a salmon on her line 
would have been nice — just to keep 
up her standards.
